A REMARKABLY AOTIVE DAY IN 
7HEH UPPER HOUSE. 

THE POST OFFICE AND FORTIFICATION BILLS 

PASSED — THE -S8TEAM-SHIP SUBSIDY 

RULED OUT—MORE THAN A MILLION 


VOTED FOR BUILDINGS—THE TARIFF 
BILL TAKEN UP. 


WasHINGTON, March 17.—If the aivo- 
cates of the plan for subsidizing Ame-ican 
steam-ships by means of costly mail se°vice 
had set their hearts upon riding thro: gh the 
Senate on the Post Office Appropriaticn bill, 
they met with a disappointment to-day. The 
appropriation bill was passed, with the Ed- 
munds amendment restoring the franking 
privilege to members of Congress, and with 
several items added which serve to 
bring the deficiency up to $2,000,000, 
At Mr. Plumb’s suggestion an amend- 
ment was adopted authorizing the payment 
upon the order of the Postmaster-General of 
money orders upon which the usual limit of 
time has elapsed, the payments to be made out 
of the fund accumulated in the Treasury, but 
not after the orders have been issued five 
years, All amounts of money held for five 
years and then notclaimed and ordered paid 
by the Postmaster-General are to be covered 
into the Treasury. 


The bill was about to be reported to the Sen- 
ate when Mr. Miller, of New-York, offered an 
amendment, which the Clerk began to read. 
It was the Money subsidy bill, the provisions 
of which were given to-day in THE Tres. 
As the Clerk was reading, Mr. Allison, 
who was walking leisurely up and down 
in the space before the Clerk’s desk, 


stopped just in front of the President 
wig tem., and without taking his hands from 

is trousers pockets, raised the point of order 
that the amendment was not germane, and 
was consequently out of order. He was re 
ferring Mr. Davis to the rule, when Mr. Beck 
raised the same point of order. Mr. Miller 
stood waiting for the Chair to decide. He had 
to wait only a moment, for Mr, Davis declared 
the proposed amendment to be general legis- 
lation, not germane to the bill under considera- 
tion, and, therefore, out of order under the 
rules. 

“But the bill was ordered reported by the 
Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads,” 
suggested Mr. Miller. 

“General legislation,” replied Mr. Davis, 
bluntly, “‘and not germane, The bill is now 
in the Senate.”’ 

In the Senate, Mr. Pendleton demanded an- 
other vote on the franking privilege clause. 
The Edmunds amendment was voted on after 
it had been divided, the first clause, permit- 
ting the officers of the Senate to use official en- 
velopes requiring no stamps, meeting with no 
opposition. The second clause, granting the 
franking privilege to Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, was opposed by Mr. Ferry in a 
brief speech, containing his ojections alread 
expressed against the restoration of the privi- 
lege. The Senate was against him, for the 
Edmunds amendment was adopted by a vote 
of 41 to 15, as follows, [Republicans in roman, 
Democrats in ifalics, Independents in sMALL 
CAPITALS :]

All the other amendments were approved in 
bulk, and then the bill was passed without a 
roll-call. Those who‘predicted that the Sen- 
ate would overrule the point of order made 
against the money subsidy amendment based 
their opinion upon the action of the Senate in 
similar cases in the Forty-fourth and Forty- 
fifth Congresses. In this case, the supporters 
of the amendment were not sufficiently anx- 
ious forits adoption to appeal to the Senate 
from the ruling of the Chair, The amend- 
ment was very suddenly and very quietly 
dropped. 

Having disposed of the Post Office Appro- 
priation bill, the Senate this afternoon devoted 
some time to the consideration of the Morrill 
bill for a tariff commission. Mr. Pendleton, 
who made the first speech, reading from 
printed slips, was listened to Sitemtirety by a 
much larger number of Senators than usual- 
ly remain in the Chamber to hear set 
speeches. Mr. Morrill also read his speech, 
which was serious for the most part, but 
funny enough toward the close to make the 
Senators all laugh, even Mr. Sherman unbend- 
ing and indulging in a very audible smile. His 
fun was at the expenseof the Democratic Party, 
which he found divided—one part being for a 
‘tariff for revenue only,” while the others 
were fora “‘tariff only for revenue.”’ It re- 
minded him of the old joke about the two men, . 
one of whom preferred ‘‘an old cocked up 
hat,” while the other favored ‘‘a cocked up 
old hat.” At all events he regarded both the 
Democratic Party and cocked hats equally out 
pf fashion. Mr. Beck, who was aroused by 
some references made to a speech on the bill 
which he delivered two months ago, directed 
the attention of Mr. Morrill to some instances 
which he referred to as showing the advan- 
tages of free trade as it is in Canada, and he 
had not finished when the Senate adjourned. 

Mr. Dawes, Chairman of the sub-committee 
of the Appropriation Committee on the sub- 
ject, called up to-day the Fortification Appro- 
priation bill which had been reported by the 
committee without amendment. The bill was 
read, and Mr. Morgan protested against the 
conversion or manufacture of smooth-bore 
guns on the Crispin plan, and after statements 
by Messrs. Dawes and Allison that the bill 
contained no express provision on the point an 
amendment ses peer to Mr. Morgan pre- 
vailed and the bill passed. 

By unanimous consent the Senate to-day, on 
motion of Mre Morrill, took up and passed in 
about 10 minutes seven bills providing for 
public buildings in different States, the amount 
appropriated in that brief period of time being 
$1,200,000. Mr. Morrill said he only desired 
to dispose of a few bills appropriating sums re- 
guired to erect buildings at State capitals. 
With great celerity $150,000 was voted to 
Augtsta, Me.; $100,000 for a building at 
Frankfort, Ky.; $100,000 for another at 
Jefferson City, Mo.; Montpelier, Vt,, was 
voted $150,000 fora public building; Provi- 
fence, R. I., came in for $425,000 for a build- 
Ing and site; Minneapolis, Minn., was voted 
175,000, and Carson City. Nev., was granted 
£100,000. Several Senators, who were ready 
to continue this sort of business by bringing 
up bills for other public buildings, were ap- 

arently disappointed when the amica- 
bie arrangement under which seven fortu- 
nate cities were provided for was exhausted 
and an objection interrupted the flow of the 
public money, at least for the time. Two of 
the bills passed by the Senate are among those 
which, in the House, precede the Tariff Com- 
mission bill on the calendar of the Committee 


pf the Whole, Their passage in the Senate 

will encourage the advocates of the same bills 
in the House to insist upon their passage there 
before taking up the Commission bill. 


THE CHOCTAW RAILROAD GRANT. 
THE BILL FOR ITS RATIFICATION REPORTED 


TO THE SENATE WITH IMPORTANT MODI- 
FICATIONS, 


Wassinoton, March 17.—The bill ratify- 
ing the Choctaw Council’s grant of a right of 
way through the Indian Territory to the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad Company 
bas been again reported to the Senate, with 


some important modifications, In September 


last the Chicago, Texas and Mexican Central 
Railroad Company asked the Government to 
authorize an officer to negotiate with tke In- 
dians for this right of way. The road was to 
run across the south-eastern corner.of the 
Territory, through the Choctaw country from 


Fort Smith, Ark., te Paris, Texas, After nego- 


tiatio: begun itappearea that theSt. Louis 
and Bek Srxnaione Geocdar had beer first in 


the field, and had secured the favor of the 
Choctaws, Therefore, the Chi , Texas and 
Mexican Central withdrew, having made an 
agreement, as the company’s agents declare, 
with the St. Louis and San Francisco Compa- 
ny that the latter should allow the Texas 
Company to use its tracks in the Territory for 
a fair rental. The St. Louisand San Francis- 
co Compan = its bill through the Choc- 
taw Counci n this bill the agreement al- 
leged to have been made with the with- 
drawing company was not recognized, and, 
therefore, that company’s agents appeared 
in Washington to secure a recognition by Con- 
gress, At the same time, agents accredited and 
not accredited, began to arrive from the Ter- 
ritory, and asserted that they represented the 
Indian Nations. Some opposed the bill and 
others favored it. The right of way was valu- 
able, because the new line would be the only 
ae Pigs of the lines controlled by Jay 
Gould, extending from Missouri into Texas, 
and there counecting with the Gould and 
Huntington transcontinental road. The lines 
are the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, running 
through the Indian Territory, and the Iron 
Mountain, running through Arkansas, These 
roads, the only outlets from Texas northward 
to St. Louis and the Ohio Valley, are nearly 
parallel, and the new road would lie between 
them in the same direction. 

The bill ratifying the St. Louis and San 
Francisco grant was favorably reported by 
the Senate committee, but the persons who 
claimed to be agents of the Indians made so 
much trouble that it was recommitted fora 
further hearing. Soon afterward it became 
known that, the St, Lowis and San Francisco 
line and privileges had been bought by C. P. 
Huntington and Jay Gould, who, in this way, 
not only prevented the construction of a com- 
peting transcontinental line to California, but 
also removed the danger which had begun to 
threaten their connecting lines. It was thought 
that the passage of the bill would not be pressed 
by the new owners, but the hearing proceeded 
quietly, and the bill has now been reported 
again in the Senate. 

The Chicago, Texas and Mexican Company, 
wkose agents declared that their agreement 
had been violated by the St, Louif’ and San 
Francisco Company, has been laboring before 
the committee to regain the privileges which 
were lost, and it has succeeded thus far. The 
important additional section in the billl re- 
cently reported is as follows: 

** Said company shall provide a sufficient number 
of tracks to do the business which may be offered, 
and shall permit any railroad compary to have the 
right of use of its main tracks and sidings by the 
payment of a fixed charge as rental therefor. The 
maintenance of superstructure, tracks, depots, 
and other buildings and appurtenances and of sta- 
tions and operating expenses and such other ex- 
penses as may be imposed by law, shall be based 
upon the wheelage of such trains as may be run 
over said road, each compre paying such propor- 
tion as its wheelage shall bear to the total wheei- 
age passing over said road. The rental shall be 
a fixed charge in addition to maintenance of road, 
and shall be determined by mutual agreement, or, 
in case of disagreement, by arbitrators. Kach 
pee ene A enjoying the right of use as aforesaid 
shall pay for any and all damages to the property 
of the Nation or of individuals caused by the run- 
ning of its own trains,” 

This is the provision for which the Chicago, 
Texas and Mexican Central Company con- 
tended, and if it becomes a law, there may yet 
be competition between the new line and the 
old lines. It is also provided that if the 
St. Louis and San rancisco Company 
fails to accept the conditions of the act within 
90 days after its passage, or fails to file a map 
of definite location within one year thereafter, 
or fails to complete the road within two years, 
the company’s right ‘shall cease, and be trans- 
ferred to the Chicago, Texas and Mexican Cen- 
tral Company, and if the last named company 
shall fail to comply with the same conditions, 
the privileges granted shall be given to any oth- 
er incorporate company which shall obtain the 
approval of the President of the United States, 
The bill is an important one, because it puts 
another railroad through the Indian Territory, 
and because it adds another line of communi- 
cation to the two already existing between the 
Missouri and Illinois systems and the roads of 
Texas and the great South-west. 
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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, March 17, 1882, 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $164,000, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $385,074 04, and from Customs $768,814 20. 

Lieut.-Col. Charles T. Larned, Deputy Pay- 
master-General in the Army, died at Eureka 
Springs, Ark., this morning. 

The letter of Col, William A. Cook, resign- 
ing his position as special counsel in the star 
route cases, has been received by the Attor- 
ney-General, but he declines to give it out for 
publication till he has had time to act upon it. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has awarded 
a silver life-saving medal to Samuel 8, Cox, of 
New-York, a member of the steam-boat squad 
of the Municipal Police, for having rescued 


since 1878 five persons from drowning under 
particulariy hazardous circumstances. 


Representative Black’s condition at alate 
hour to-night was less favorable than last 


night, and fears are entertained that he will 
not live through the night. Representative 
Allen is also worse to-night, having suffered 
from a relapse and hemorrhage during the af- 
ternoon, 


A bill passed by the Senate to-day provides 
“that it shall not be lawful within the District 


of Columbia for any person to sell, or by any 
means advertise or publish, an advertisement 
for the sale at any place, or act as an agent for 
such sale or advertisement, any lottery ticket 
or tickets, or any interest therein, of any 
scheme of chance or of any game of chance, 
wherever the same may be situated or is to be 
drawn; that any person violating any provi- 
sion of the foregoing section shall be prosecuted 
therefor in the,Police Court of said District, 
and if found guilty shall be fined in any sum 
not exceeding $1,000 nor less than $100, or be 
imprisoned in the jail of said District for a 
period not exceeding 12 months nor less than 
one month, as the court shall adjudge.” 


The Senate Committee on Territories this 


morning adopted the House committee’s bill 
for the admission of Dakotaas a State as a 
substitute for the Senate bill on the same sub- 
ject, and authorized Mr. Saunders to report it 
tothe Senate with sundry amendments, the 
most important of which is a requirement 
that as a condition precedent to the enabling 
act, it shall be ‘ascertained by taking a census 
between the 8d and 13th of next July that 
there are at least —— bona fide inhabitants 
within the boundaries of the portion of the 
Territory which is to be made a State. The 
committee wlll leave the blank to be filled 
by the Senate, but a majority of the members 
will recommend that the requirement be lim- 
ited tothe number of inhabitants prescribed 
by the recent apportionment law as the ratio 
for representation in Congress, Another 
amendment provides for the transfer of the 

resent Territorial officers to what will be the 

erritory of North Dakota if the Southern 
part be admitted as a State, 
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NO EXTRA SESSION TO BE CALLED. 


Raereg, N. C., March 17.—The Council 


of State, at its meeting this noon, by a vote of 


2 to 2, declined to take action with reference 
to calling an extra session of the Legislature. 
As the Governor can make the call only on 


their advice, the Legislature will not be con- 
vened,

WIFE-MURDER AND SUICIDE. 
Bawtmore, March 17.—John Brizzolara, an 
Italian, made a desperate assault on his wife, Julia, 
this evening at their home in Harrison-street. He 
crushed her skull with a hatchet and then inflicted 


18 wounds on her body with a knife, While bis 
wife lay on the floor Brizzolara shot himself in the 
abdomen with a pistol. Both were conveyed to 
the hospital, where their wounds were pronounced 
mortal. The family, consisting of the husband, 
wife, and three chiidren, came to this city two 
months ago from Washington, and those who lived 
in the house with them state that their domestio 
relations appeared pleasant. There was no one 
present when the assault was made except the 
two younger children, 2 and 4 years of age. Nothing 
of tho previous history of the family is known here,

MR. SHIPHERD’S LETTERS 


HI8 CORRESPONDENCE WITH CON- 
GRESSMEN DEMANDED. 

A RESOLUTION OF WIDE SCOPE ADOPTED 
BY THE HOUSE — MINISTER MORTON 
MAKES A FULL DENIAL OF THE INSINUA- 
TIONS AGAINST HIM. 

Wasuineton, March 17.— When Mr. 
Jacob R. Shipherd suggested to the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs that some of 
the letters in his possession had been written 
to or received from members of Congress, and 
asked if he should be required to produce this 
part of his correspondence, the committee at 
once went into secret session, and the doors re- 
mained closed for nearly an hour, When they 
were opened it was announced that, upon 
Mr. Kasson’s motion, an order had been 
adopted for Mr, Shipherd’s direction, This 
order, which has been published in THE Trmzs, 
was not generally regarded as one that re- 
quired Mr. Shipherd to submit any of his cor- 
respondence with members of Congress, The 
original resolution providing for the investiga- 
tion was introduced in the House by Mr. Bel- 
mont, but another was immediately afterward 


introduced by Mr. Kasson, which Mr. Belmont, 
with some misgivings, accepted asa substitute, 
Mr. Belmont, a member of the committee, 
seems to regard the order directed to Mr. 
Shipherd as one that unwarrantably narrows 
the scope of the investigation, and desires that 
the letters to and from members of Congress, 
if there be any, shall be brought to the light 
of day. He has, therefore, secured the adop- 
tion by the House of the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
be directed to demand of Jacob R. Shipherd, Esa., 
copies of all correspondence between himself and 
any person or persons whatsoever, and ali other 
evidence in his pomeenen tending to show what 
said Shipherd did or attempted to do toenforce the 
claims of the Peruvian Company, or to induce the 
United States to enforce these claims against Peru. 


Mr. Shipherd has been directed to appear 
again before the committee to-morrow morn- 
ing with the letters covered by the order 
passed in the secret session. Under Mr. Bel- 
mont’s resolution it is probable that he will 
have to make another trip to New-York. 

Minister Morton, in reply to the announce- 
ment that the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs had the Shipherd matter under inves- 
Pgs has communicated with the Secretary 
of State what he has to say upon the subject, 
and the latter to-day transmitted the folowing 
communication to the committee: 


: DEPARTMENT OF STATE, } 
Wasuineton, March 15, 1882. 
The Hon. C. G. Williams, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs: 

Sir: Adverting to the letter addressed to me on 
the 4th inst., by the clerk of your committee, ex- 
pressing your wish that the United States Minister 
to France should be informed of the resolution of 
the House of Representatives on the 24th ult., re- 
specting certain allegations of improper transac- 
tions of Ministers Plenipotentiary of the United 
States, and should at the same time invite Mr. 
Morton to make response as he might see fit, Ihave 
the honor to inform you that a telegram in 
the desired sense was sent to Mr. Morton 
on the 6th inst., and that I have just re- 
ceived from him a reply by cable to 
the following effect: The . Minister stated 
that he has never at any time been associated 
with any business transactions needing or expect- 
ing the intervention of the United States. In the 
ordinary course of their business Messrs. Morton, 
Bliss & Co. had entered into a contract simply for 
the receipt of nitrates and guano sent to this 
country and the States thereof, and that the trans- 
actions were of the same class of business as has 
been carried on by the firm fer many years. All 
the preliminaries of the agreement itse/f were 
made by Mr. George Bliss during Mr. Morton's ab- 
sence and befvre his departure for his 
yresent post. Mr. Bliss will be happy, 
f desired by the committee, to furnish 
all the details of the transaction. As far as Mr. 
Suarez or Mr. Randall, who are said to have been 
agents of the Credit Industriel, are concerned, Mr. 
Morton has had no communication with either of 
them, and does not know them personally; neither 
does he know anything of any dealings they or 
either of them may have had with the Govern- 
ments of the United States, Peru, Chill, or the 
Credit Industriel, before the conclusion of the 
agreement between Mr. Randall and Mr. Bliss. Mr. 
Morton bas had no intimation of any personal or 
official action being expected of him connected 
with the affairs of Chili or Peru, or the relations of 
either country with the Government of the United 
States or of France. Mr. Morton has never 
had conversation with any officer of the 
United States touching business or political 
matters in Peru or Chill, or the relations 
of elther to the United States or the 
French Republic. He has had no official or un- 
official communication, either indirectly or direct- 
ly, with any person whatever having official con- 
nection with or serving either the United States 
orthe French Government in regard to the rela- 
tions of Chili or Peru toward each other or 
toward the United States or French Government 
with the exception of the conversation with Presi- 
dent Grévy, which was sought by the latter, 
which interview was officially reported to the 
department at the time and called forth a 
reply from Mr. Blaine, which was com- 
muuicated to M. Grévy, and the repl 
of the French President thereto was also reporte 
by Mr. Morton in official form. Mr. Morton con- 
cludes by saying that it has never entered into his 
mind that it would be possible to use or attempt 
to use his official position as Minister to further the 
objects of the late contracts, and that he has never 
contemplated any action with regard to the affairs 
of Chili and Peru, except to carry out in good faith 
such orders as this Government may give him in 
the premises. 

I have necessarily communicated only the {m- 
port of Mr. Morton’s telegram, for the reason that 
the original, being in cipher, the publicatien of the 
literal text would afford a clue to the secret chan- 
nels of telegraphic correspondence. 1 shall, how- 
ever, be happy to let you or any members of your 
committee see the original dispatch if you desire to 
do so.

ABATING A SOURCE OF DISEASE. 


BUFFALO TO BE ALLOWED TO REMOVE PEST- 
BREEDING CATTLE-PENS. 

Burrato, N. Y., March 17.—The people of 
the fever-stricken district in the Fifth Ward, after 
a sharp legal battle, are to be relieved of the cattle- 
feeding pens of Messrs, E. N. Cook & Co. and 
Messrs. Farthing, which have been to a very great 
extent a source of pestilential malaria. When the 
Street Commissioner sought to obey the Board of 
Health and the Common Council by removing the 


barns, he was restrained by an injunction which 
Chief-Judge Sheldon, of the Superior Court, had 


granted. A motion to dissolve the injeaction was 
argued last Saturday before Justice Albert Haight, 
of the Supreme Court, who to-day handed 
down a decision granting the same, accom- 
panied by an opinion, in which he gays: 
“The conclusions that I have reached from 
these conflicting affidavits are as follows: The 
barns have not always been kept in as clean and 
wholesome condition as they might have been. The 
stench proceeding from the soured slops, barns, 
and vats at times enters the houses and annoys 
those living in the immediate vicinity. The su 
stance passing from the vatsiinto the sewer in- 
creases materially the flow of matter therein, and 
nolsome and poisonous gases are generated and to 
some extent escape into the atmosphere. This 
condition of things is the probable cause of some 
of the sickness occurring in that neighbor- 
hood. The courts will exercise great care 
when called upon to restrain a legitimate 
business or trade when it Is alleged to bea nulsance 
on aceount of its annoyance and interference with 
comfott and enjoyment. It must be an exceeding- 
ly elear case to warrant the court in interfering 
upon such grounds, but when the business or trade 
is alleged to be dangerous to public health the 
courts will not be slow to act, The yy of our 
citizens and their children are of vastly more im- 
portance than the private gains ot an individual, 
and in such cases, if there are facts rendering it 
probable that the business in question is productive 
of sickness and disease, the court will interfere 
with its restraining mandate. In the case under 
consideration we have already found that there are 
facts sufficient to constitute such probable cause 
and such as would warrant the court in restrain- 
ing, if suit were brought for that purpose. It 
therefore follows that the Board of Health and the 
city should be permitted to abate the alleged 
n ce in the manner pointed out by the charter.”

FIVE BOYS BURIED ALIVE. 

Sr. Louis, March 17.—Yesterday at St. Jo- 
seph some boys were digging a tunnel ina hill 
on the outskirts of the city for boyish purposes, 


They took turns in working at it in small parties, 


The tunnel was five feet wide and had been pushed 
into the hillside about 10 feet. At3o‘clock some 


of the boys went away, leaving at work Michael 
Garrish, 17 years old; Allen Failes, 9; Samuel Mont- 

mmery, 8; John Montgomery, 14, and Nicholas 
Keil, i When the boys who had gone away re- 
turned, at 5 o'clock, they found the mouth of the 
tunnel closed by a oat mass of earth. Their 
cries to their companions brought no answer, and 
hastily they began to remove the earth. Two feet 
from the entrance the protruding hand of young 


Failes was encountered. An alarm was then given, 
and soon hundreds gathered on thespot. The life-

A MOVEMENT AGAINST CORNERS—THE MAR- 


KETS YESTERDAY, 


Cui1caGo, March 17.—The proposed rule for 
the punishment of malfeasance in office—that is to 
say, for the expulsion of such officers of the board 
as fail to enforce the existing rule against corners— 
was the subject of much talk on ’Change to-day. 
The commission men support the proposed rule 
because thefr business suffers in consequence of 


squeezes in the market. They advise their custom- 
ers not to trade in wheat at present, and so 
Jose business beyond question. The McGeoch 
syndicate has April wheat cornered, and 
is suspected of having in its grip ithe 
May and June futures, This paralyzes business, 
and there isa general desire to do something to 
prevent corners, or at least to make them too 
costly to be popular. Many members of the board 
were interviewed to-day about the newrule. One 
of them, C. BE, Culver, said the peculiar manipula- 
tions of the wheat market the past few days had 
been a detriment to legitimate business and to the 
reputation of the board, and it was proposed to 
limit the frequent recurring operations both of the 
men who depress and who advance the 
prices of breadstuffs and provisions at the 
expense of the trade and commerce of 
the city. Mr. Spruance concurred in this view, 
saying the present corner was robbing the public, 
and he understood the Milwaukee syndicate was 
going to be sued for damages. He said the old 
rule, providing that a settling price be fixed and 
5 per cent. be added asa poasity, was more effec- 
tive than present rules. J. B. Lyon, another op- 
erator famous in connection with past corners, 
wanted no rules at all, and believed corners a good 
thing for the West. Other members expressed 
doubts whether the proposed new rule would be 
effective if adopted in preventing manipulations of 
the market. 

The wheat clique was quiet to-day, leaving the 
crowd to run things and cool off. The Milwaukee 
fellows insist§{that there is no corner, but may be 
one next month. Itis not believed McGeoch will 
take advantage of the old dodge of making deliv- 
eries at the last moment in order to prevent the 
boys from delivering the receipts back to them. If 
he should attempt this it is certain the matter 
would be taken into the courts and the bull 
concern made to stand damages. ‘The lead- 
ing produce markets were less active to- 
day and again unsettled. Lard was firmer, 
probably because the monthly report of stocks 
showed a large decrease in the quantity on hand. 
Other provisions were easier, though Liverpool 
was quoted higher on some euts of meats. Wheat 
showed little change for May, though that was sold 
freely, but the long futures were firmer, the differ- 
ence between May and June being reduced tol 
cent. Corn was steady, rather. firm on futures, 
though cash lots were easy because of large re- 
ceipts. The statement of visible supply showed 
a large decrease in aggregate stocks of 
wheat and corn during last week. There 
was a great deal of May wheat 
on sale here, which some supposed to be partly on 
behalf of the clique. This flattened that part of 
the market and materially depressed April, as 
there was no official effort to sustain the latter. 
The principal longs were understood to be selling 
slowly. But there was a fair number of buying 
orders for the longer futures, and they stiffened, 
chiefly after the settling of the regular orthodox St. 
Patrick's storm. 

The bucket shops to-day got all the Board of 
Trade quotations as usual, but did not post them, 
in compliance with instructions from the tele- 
graph offices. The effect on their business was 
very perceptible. One very large establisnment 
was almost deserted. The quotations were read 
aloud, bat the gamblers did not take kindly to the 
changes. The quotations were, however, posted 
in the open board, the latter having been given 
notice that it was included in the order by mistake 
and it would be permitted to post prices. Jay 
Gould fs reported to have telegraphed the Chicago 
Board of Trade that if it interfered with his busi- 
ness by refusing quotations to be posted on open 
boards, &c., he would retaliate by taking 
out his gold and stock tiekers from the 
regular board room. It could not be ascertained 
that any commotion was created by this order. 
The board claims that the market quotations are 
its own property, and that Gould’s telegraph com- 
pany is admitted to the floor only for the convent- 
ence of members, and has no right to collect and 
sell quotations, The rumor of the receipt of such 
an order is not confirmed hood gmc authority, but it 
{s stated that the board and telegraph companies 
are on good terms, 
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RELIO OF THE OLD OIL FEVER. 


A SUIT BROUGHT BY DISAPPOINTED STOCK- 
HOLDERS FOR AN ACCOUNTING. 

Batavia, N. Y., March 17.—An important 
lawsuit, involving 860 acres of land in Warren and 
Beaver Counties, in the western part of Pennsyl- 
vyania, and many thousand dollars, has been com- 
menced at this place against Uriah C. Whit- 
lock, of New-York. In 1865 Mr. Whitlock ergan- 
ized a company known as the Warren and Beaver 
Oil Land Association as a joint stock concern, 
which bought up about 1,200 acres of land in the 
region designated above, with the idea that they 


were valuable oll lands. At that time the ofl ex- 
citement ran high in this region, and capitalists who 
had idle money were not slow in investing it as op- 
portunities offered. The shares in the association 
were limited to 80, which sold at $1,500 each. James 
Otis, of Batavia, wes appointed an agent of the as- 
sociation by Mr. Whitlock, who was the sole Trus- 
tee, and who held the title to the landin trust for 
all the members. He, of course, had the power to 
sell if he chose. Mr. Otis, the agent, disposed 
of a number of?the shares to person sresiding 
in Batavia and in other towns in Genesee County, 
which aggregated about $14,000. Soon, however, 
the oil excitement died out, and the eapitalists 
here believed they had been putting their funds tn 
a rat-hole. Recently it was ascertained, how- 
ever. that Mr. Whitlock had sold 200 or 
800 acres of the roperty, and had failed 
to report the sale to the stockholders, An investi- 
gation followed, and it was ascertained that the 
transfers of the land had been made, one portion 
of i25 acres being sold for $75 an acre, a sacrifice, 
it is claimed, of $125 an acre. It is alleged alsothat 
Mr. Whitlock had been manifestly unfair and 
scheming in his relations with the stockholders, 

The Hon, George Bowen, of this place, has been 
retained by the members of the association living 
here to press their suit, and an injunction has been 
granted restraining Mr. Whitlock from doing fur- 
ther business for the association, and an action has 
been instituted to compel him to render an ac- 
counting. Papers were served upon him in New- 
York a day or two ago. Mr. Whitlock is nowa 
salaried employee of the firm of Armour, Plankin- 
ton & Co., of New-York.

OHIO LIQUOR LEGISLATION. 


STRONG OPPOSITION TO THE POND BILI-— 
REPUBLICANS IN A DILEMMA, 
CINCINNATI, March 17.—The Pond liquor 


bill, now pending in the State Legislature, with a 


good prospect of becoming a law, has provoked 
the hostility of the brewers. It was ascertained to- 
day that a fund has been raised by the brewers to 
fight its passage, and, inthe event of a failure, to 
prevent its becoming alaw. What remains of this 
fund is to be used in fighting it in the courts. The 
statement is authoritatively made that every 
brewer in this State has contributed to the 
fund. The statements as to how much has 
been raised disagree, but the amount at 
command is probably not less than $100,000. A 
large number of brewers have promised to go to 
Columbus and lobby against the bill. Should it 
pass in spite of the lobby arrangements will be 
made to enjoin the officers of every county in the 
State from carrying outits provisions, The State 
Constitution prescribes that the sale of liquor shall 
not be licensed. In order to evade this claim it is 
now proposed to tax the saloons, The Pond 
bill provides that they shall be taxed $300 
each. The better class of saloon-keepers rather 
favor the bill, on the ground that mary of the pro- 
prietors of low groggeries would be unable to pay 
so heavy atax and would haveto closeup. The 
small saloon-keepers bitterly oppose it on the 
ground that thera is an unjust discrimination 
against them, in that they will be required to pay 
as heavy atax as do keepers of drinking resorts 
doing three times as much business as they do. 
Beer is chiefly sold by the small saloon-keepers, 
and so what Is their cause becomes the cause of 
the brewers and the present formidabie opposition 
to the law ects up. _The question bas a political 
bearing. Should the bill become a law its enemies 


will hold the Republican Party, which is in a ma- 
jority in the Legislature, responsible. Should it, 
on the other band, be rejected, temperance people 
and the friends of the bill generally will hold the 
Republican Party responsible. There is, therefore, 
no easy solution of the question.

THE RELATIONS OF THE EUROPEAN 
POWERS. 

THE PROPOSED ANNEXATION OF BOSNIA AND 
HERZEGOVINA TO AUSTRIA—A DISPOSI- 
TION TO REPLY TO THE PANSLAVIST TEN- 
DENCIES OF RUSSIA—GEN, SKOBELEFF’S 
EXCUSE FOR HIS INDISCRETION. 

Vienna, March 17.—It is authoritatively 
stated that no diplomatic steps have hitherto 
been taken in the direction of annexing 
Bosnia and Herzegovina,

In the House of Commons this evening a 
motion of Mr. Gorst, (Conservative,) prayizg 
that the Queen revoke or alter so much of the 
charter of the British North Borneo Associa- 
tion as gives implied sanction to slavery, was 
rejected by a vote of 125 to 62. Mr. Glad- 
stone stated that he had assumed the re- 
sponsibility of granting the charter. If 
the company failed to abolish slavery the 
Government could revoke the charter. The 
Government, he said, had undertaken no 
further responsibility than that they had as- 
sumed in the government of Sarawak. Sir 
Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, said 
that the Government’s powers enable them to 
go to any length to extinguish slavery. 

Herr Rulf, of Meinel, Prussia, writes to the 
Jewish World saying that the decisions of the 
St. Petersburg commission on the Jewish 
question in favor of compelling the Jews to 
quit rural districts, &c., although ostensibly 
aimed atthe prevention of persecution, will 
have the effect of depriving a million people 
of homes and rendering their life unbearable. 

A meeting of tke electors of Northampton 
has approved Mr, Bradlaugh’s conduct in the 
House of Commons, and passed resolutions 
authorizing the Executive of the Liberal and 
Radical Union to sign a petition to the House 
praying that he be heard at the bar in sup- 
port of their claim of the right to be represent- 
ed in the House by speech and vote of duly 
elected members.

THE MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 


SEVERAL CREVASSES NEAR NEW-ORLEANS— 


AIDING THE SUFFERERS. 

New-Or.eans, March 17.—At 5 o’clock Fri- 
day morning an important work covering the 
Storey plantation, In St. Bernard, eight miles below 
the city, broke, and at last accounts there was a 
crevasse 150 feet wide and 10 feet deep. This levee 
is about 12 feet high, and the water is rushing 
through the gap with much force, Labor was 


romptly at hand, but eget Sg be great difficult 
n closing this erevasse. 6 water will runo 

into the lake by the bayons and other outlets. At 
Fieotas Corinne plantation, in the Parish of St. 
Bernard, about six miles below the city, a 
break occurred this morning. The break 
was closed again in a few hours. 
At 8:30 two colored men, just from the coast, re- 
ported a break in Live Oaks Plantation Levee, six 
miles below the. cit on the west bank 
in the Panch of Plaguemines. A break is 
also reported in Harlem, 38 miles from the 
city. in the parish of Plaguemines, on the east 
bank. Ali the crevasses originated in crawfish 
holes through the levee. The water in the main 
will drain off into Lake Bergne, and by a coin- 
cidence the: break occurs at the point where Capt. 
:Cowdon proposed to cut his outlet canal. A 
break oceurred this morning at MeLandrey’s plan- 
‘tation, in Ascefision Parish. The gap was 10 
feet wide at noon, but the Hon. Duncan 
F. Kenner, who is working this place, 
chartered a tug and sent up lumber and labor, 
and believes he will get ahead of the 
flood before noon to-morrow. About six miles 
above the city of Kenner another break 
occurred, but it was quickly got under control. 
The water is still at a stand in front of the city. and 
the city officers have every faith in the trusty char- 
acter of the public works. . 


Sr. Louis, March 17.—Gen. Beckwith has 
received the following message from Capt. Lee, 
dated Vicksburg, Miss., to-day, who is in charge 
of the steamer Anita, laden with Govern- 
ment rations: ‘I arrived here this morning. 
There is the greatest destitution and destruction 
of property in the back counties. Seventy thou- 
sand rations per week should be sent to the 
State agent here for the back _ counties 
until the flood subsides, and 100,000 ra- 
tions per week to the State agent for 
Mississippi, at Memphis, for counties or river 
points; also, tents to both places. The 
local boats here can relieve the sufferers 
up the Tallahatchie and Sunflower Rivers 
much cheaper than to run Government 
boats. The Milliken Bend levees have just broken, 
and nearly all of Madison, Tensas, and Concordia 
Parishes, in Louisiana, will be flooded. I leave in 


‘two hours for Sunfiower River, and will be gone 


‘probably seven days.”’ 


VICKSBURG, Miss., March 17.—The river 
has risen during the past 24 hours one and a 
quarter inches. This fall-off in rise, as compared 
with yesterday, is accounted for by the breaks 
which occurred during the night and this 
morning in the levees. Above Milliken’s Bend 
the levee broke in four places. The breaks 
are very large. At Omega the break is 
supposed to be about 600 yards wide; at 
Buck Horn, fully 1,000 yards; at Rose Hill, 
700 yards, and at the Morancy plantation 1,000 
i. All the above breaks are in Madison Par- 
sh, and within aspace of 12 miles. The water will 
flood the entire parish. The levee at Ursino, 
in Davis’s Bend, broke out last night. It is 
situated in front of Montgomery’s store, and there 
is no doubt but that the whole island is under 
water by thistime. The Cannon arrived about 6 
A. M., bringing several families and a lot of stock. 
In fact, every boat that lands here now 
brings people or stock from the different 
inundated regions. It is impossible to exag- 
gerate the suffering. There are 33 breaks 
from the Hushparkana levee to Greenville. 
The steamer Anita jleft here this afternoon for 
the Sunflower Riverto relieve the wants of the 
sufferers as*far as possible. The water having 
entirely submerged the floor of the first 
platform built for hauling freight from 
the elevator, another one has been erected, but 
the water is encroaching upon it. The elevator 
fioor is yet about two feet above the water. 
The Cannon leaves here to-night with 1,200 bales of 
cotton.and 1,000 sacks of seed. One thousand bales 
of cotton were taken from the compress. News 
from Yazoo City to-day is to the effect that the 
water is higher there now than in 1867. 


Mermpuis, Tenn., March 17,—The river here 
came to a stand to-day. It pow marks 35 feet 4 
inches onthe gauge. Another decline will in all 
probability set in by to-morrow, and unless the 
rivers above begin rising a rapid fall must 
ensue. The demand for provisions from 
the snfferers within the inundated regions 
continues, and while the general outlook for a 
rapid receding of the waters is brightening, great 
desolation must prevail among those whose lands 
have been submerged. The charity of the Govern- 
ment alone can save thousands from the pangs of 


starvation.

THE LABOR AGITATION.

GREAT EXTENT OF THE STRIKE AT LAW- 
RENCE—WORKEING MEN'S MOVEMENTS 
ELSEWHERE. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., March 17.—The strikers 
of to-day number 70, all employes of the Lower 
Pacific Mill. Assoon as they stopped work they 
joined their brethren of the upper mill, who 
were holding a meeting in the basement of the 
City Hall, under the Presiden¢y of Peter 
McCorey, of the Catholic Herald. They were re- 
ceived with much enthusiasm. Mr. McCorey, wno 
had been invited to advise the original strikers 
what course to pursue, first urgea them not 
to persist, but on the arrival of the 
new strikers counseled them to hold out 
and to appoint a committee to wait on the Super- 
intendent of the mill relative to their grievances, 
and demand redress. If this failed he urged-them 
to persist to the bitter end, and promised substan- 
tial aid. The meeting then voted to continue the 
strike and to hold a mass-meeting on tne Common 
to morrow afternoon at 5 o’clock, to which ali the 
operatives in the city are invited. A committee of 
the strikers ealied at the mill this afternoon, but 
they were informed that the Superintendent 
did not desire to see them. The first 
strikers received their pay to-day with 
a ‘yellow Dill,” which is equivalent to 
a discharge. Notice had been served upon the 
corporation boarding-house keepers that these 
operatives were no longer in the employ of the 
mills, which means ejectment, and chiefly to 
this fact may be attributed the action of 
the lower mill spinners to-day, who said 
that they would not return to work 
until the order exeluding the spinners 
from the corporation tenements was rescinded. It 
is reported to-night that the weavers of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Mili will strike to-morrow. If the 
strikers return to work on Monday under the new 
schedule, it is understood that the mill author- 
ities will reeeive them. ‘The strikers say that 
they will not work at the reduced prices, but will 
organize and will appeal to spinners in other places 
to keep away from Lawrence and furnish ald. The 
strikers now number about 450, and their suspension 
makes necessary the laying off of about 200 carders, 
gy ay and warpers. The strikers feel sore over 
the fact that on the day of the strike the Pacifio 
corporation broke ground fora large five-story 
brick store-house, a brick weaving shop, and 
another mill. The spinners are holding a private 
consultation to-night, making arrangements for to- 
morrow’s mass-meeting. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 17.—A strike has 
been in progress at one or two points on the Tus- 
carawas Road, and to-day Receiver Townsend re- 
ports that many of the miners have about eon- 
cluded to accept the offer of 85 eents a ton, being 
10 cents less than the price paid last year. About 
20 miners employed by one firm went in this 
morning. 


Boston, March 17.—The messenger boys em- 
ployed by the Western Union Telegraph Company 
in this city struck this morning, the alleged cause 
being a reduction of wages. They returned to 


work during the day, concessions having been 
made on both sides. 


CINCINNATI, March 17.—The Commercial’s 
Cleveland special says a small number of workmen 
employed in the iron mills qnit work to- 
day on account of the refusal to inorease 
their wages.

ABOLD SWINDLER’S ESCAPE

HOW THE MONTREAL MERCHANTS 
LOST OVER $200,000. 
ALPHONSE MARQUETTE’S SUDDEN FLIGHT 

FROM CANADA—FOUND INVESTING MON- 
EY IN CHICAGO—ANOTHER FLIGHT, 
PROBABLY TO MEXICO—LITTLE GAIN 

FOR HIS VICTIMS, 


Cxicaco, March 17.—A case which has been 
attentively watched by the Government and local 
officers and the reporters for the past week reached 
its culmination to-day in the seizure by the Sheriff 
of the grocery store of Alphonse Mar- 
quette, in State-street, and his private res 
idence, in Depuyster-street, as well as a 
lot of diamonds and jewelry which fell 
into the hands of the Special Agents of the Treas 
ury Department. Alphonse Marquette himself es-, 
caped arrest by reason of his absence from the city,. 
He is a French Canadian, who succeeded in 
cleaning out the wholesale trade of Mon- 
treal to the extent of $200,000. Two weeks 
ago he appeared in Chicago and bought out 


the grocery store of Mr. Buseh, in State-street, and 
also bought the residence in Depuyster-street, tha 
price paid for each being $6,000. One week aga 
there arrived at the Paimer House Arthur 
Longpre, an attorney of Montreal, who in- 
stituted measures to look up Marquette and: 
discover what disposition he had made of, 
the large amount of money out of which he had 
swindled certain Montreal creditors. When it wad 
found that he had invested a portion of his ill- 
gotten gains here and intended to become a pros- 
perous citizen in the community an attachment 
upon Marquette’s property was taken out in 
the Superior Court. The attaehment writ on the 
store was for $4,108 in favor of J. H. Giroux 
und others, and on the Depuyster-street 
premises for $5,000, in favor of Gault Broth- 
ers and others, At the same_ time Spe- 
cial Agent Keep, of the Treasury Department, 
swooped down upon the private residence with 
authority from Unele Sam and gathered in 147 un- 
set diamonds, valmed at trom $70 to $150 each, and 
19 gold watches, which Marquette was alleged ta 
have smuggied over from Canada without propes 
payment of duties. ‘ 
seems that Marquette was an auctioneer in 
Montreal. He gained the confidence of the leading 
wholesale houses and set up in business for bim- 
self, dealing in dry goodsand jewelry, under tha 
firm name of Alphonse Marquette & Co. The 
“company” was 2a man named Moody, 
who aeted as Marquette’s agent in Win 
nipeg, Manitoba. Marquette would buy 
goods on time and ship them to Moody, whois 
turn sola them at auction in Winnipeg, and the 
roceeds were divided between the two enterpris~ 
ng partners. After Marquette had seeured from 
$150,000 to $200,000 worth of goods and disposed of 
them in this way, he suddenly started for the 
United States, and settlea down in Chicago. Ha 
put from $15,000 to $20,000 of his money into unse& 
diamonds, carried off $2,500 worth of jewelry 
which he had received from H. & 4 
Saunders, of Montreal, and brought with him 
a large sum of money _ besides. He 
brought his wife and children with him, and they, 
were found by the officers instalied in the Depuys-} 
ter-street house today. He left in Montreal abou® 
60 creditors, the principal sufferers being as fol-, 
lows: Gault Brothers, dry goods, $10,000; 
Thifeand Brothers, dry goods, $10,000; James, 
Grenier & Co., dry goods, $10,000; Benning & 
J. Barsaloux, auctioneers, $10,000; H. & L. Saun- 
ders, jewelers, $2,500 to $5,000; Jacques Cartier 
Bank, $15,000; Banque du Peuple, $10,000; Green, 
Sons & Co., $8,000; McLaughlin Brothers & Co.,) 
$9.000; North-west Buffalo Rope Company, 
$11,000; John L. Cassidy & Co., $10,000; T. 
J. Claxton & Co., $10,000. The remaining 
victims are in the main small jobbers in jeweiry 
dry goods, and notions, whose losses, it is said 
by the officers, will aggregate over $30,000. 
Marquette’s system jof robbery was bold and 
successful. He turned the confidence in 
him as a business man to advantage and plueked 
confiding creditors unmercifully. He did not leave 
Montreal until he got completely to the end of his 
rope and he already had a part of his money on de- 
osit in the different banks of this city. It is be- 
Hevea that his embarxation in the grocery busi- 
ness here was simply a venture tried on to see if he 
would be left unmolested. 

It isnot known how he became aware that the 
officers were on his track, but from his absenco 
from the city‘and escape from arrest it is evident 
that he was on his guard. His wife is a 
petite, dark-haired woman, and it is not 
known whether or not she knew of her 
husband's crooked transactions. She denies all 
knowledge of them, and refuses to believe that he 
is the dishonest person that in the eyes of the law. 
he 1s depicted. She has three bright children, two 
girls and a boy, and says if her husband does 
not return she shall return with them to her 
father, in Canada. It is thought that Mar- 
quette has gone to Mexico, and _ that 
he is beyond the reach of the Canadian autnori- 
ties. Heisdescribed as a tall, well-knit man, 40 
years of age, of dark complexion, and wearing @ 
full dark beard and mustache. His manner is pe- 
culiarly engaging, and he makes friends easily. 
The attorneys state that he paid only $2,000 down 
on the Depuyster-street house, and Judge 
Longpre is confident that he has escaped 
with the greater portion of the money he brought 
from Canada. His departure from Montreal wag 
hurried, and it seems he did not inform his partner. 
Moody, in Winnipeg, that he was going, fora few 
days ago Moody showed up in Montreal, and made 
inquiries about him, and was himself arrested at 
the railway station as he was about to take his 
departure for this country. He isnowin jailin 
Montreal, and is to be tried for complicity in the 
traud. The creditors claim that they have 
proof that Moody seeured about $55,000 out 
of the proceeds realized from the _ sale 
of goods in Winnipeg. It is not known 
how much the propertv will schedule for- 
The diamonds and watches are, of course, forfeited 
to the Government under the Customs reguiatiovs. 
but it is possible. under the circumstances, that 
they will be turned over to the Mozxtreal creditors 
after the proper duties are deducted from

AT THE STATE CAPITAL. 


THE DRAWING OF DOUBLE PAY BY SENATE 
ANP ASSEMBLY EMPLOYES — AMEND- 
MENTS TO THE CODE-—NEW BILLS IN- 


TRODUCED—THE WAGNER CAR TAXES, 


ALBANY, March 17.—Green ribbon was tied 


in the buttonholes of two-thirds of the members 
of the Assembly to-day. When the usual weekly 
resolution adjourning the House until Monday 
night wes offered, ex-Gov. Alvord tickled his Celtic 
associates by amending it so as to adjourn for the 


flay, but providing for @ session to-morrow, Mr, 


Brooks, who takes a serious view of all matters 


mundane, hoped no such amendment would pre- 


yall. The House had declined to adjourn on Wash- 
Ington’s Birthday and Ash Wednesday, and he 
could not see why any exception should be made 
{in favor of St. Patrick's Day. The amendment was, 
pf course, yoted down, as almost everynody ex- 
pected that it would be, 


Mr, Brooks offered a resolution directing that 
the money paid to the Clerk of the House 
and the Journal Clerk for services rendered 
between Jan. 3 and Feb. 23 be deducted from their 
annual pay. This is in consequence of the action 
of these two employes, and of the two occupying 
similar positions in the Senate, in having practi- 
cally drawn double pay for their services 
between those two dates, The amount thus 
Involved. is something like $1,300 in the 
House. Under the law the officers of either 
house are entitled toa per diem compensation for 
services rendered during the organization of the 
succeeding Legislature and until their successors 
are appointed therein. The dead-lock continued 
the Clerk and Journal Clerk in office for six weeks. 
They became their own successors, and in ad- 
dition to their per diem pay drew _ also 
for the same period upon their salaries 
for the session, which by law began on the 
ist of January. Had others been appointed to 
succeed them the new-comers under the law would 
also be entitled to draw salary for the whole six 
weeks of the dead-lock, although they had not 
done astroke of labor for that time. The law- 
makers never contemplated the operations 
of dead-locks as applied to salaries 
of empleyes, and the Attorney-General, 
whose opinion was asked, pointed ont 
this defect in the law which enables Legislative 
employes to take advantace of. a technicality. The 
question of legality, therefore, is one that enters 
into the merits of the case. Some discussion was 
caused by Ar. Brooks’s resolution, and an unsuc- 
cessful effort to give a party bias to the subject 
Was made. Mr. Brooks never will be a leader of 
this House, and his party associates deserted 
him inamanner that was laughable, particularly 
after the Democratic Speeker, in explaining his 
yote, said that no illegality had been committed, 
and that the law was at fault, as he had taken pains 
to assure himself before signing the warrants. 
Gen, Sharpe was opposed to condemning any em- 
ploye without first giving him a hearing, and for 
that reason he moved that the matter be referred 
to the Committee on Expenditures of the House 
forreport. In this he was seconded by ex-Gov. 
Alvord and Mr. Raines, and the subject wasso dis- 
osed of by a vote of 67 to 87, nearly a score of tne 
emocrats voting with the Republicans. 
Amendments to the Civil Code haye been coming 
Into the House in astonishing numbers during the 
resent session. Attention being directed to the 
act incidentally to-day, ex-Goy, Alyurd took occa- 
Bion to say that he should certainly yote for every 
amendment, and he believed he expressed the 


wish of every lawyer when he said he woulda, ; 


if he had his way, wipe out the Code alto- 
gether, The Judiciary Committee had com- 
leted its consideration of the Code prepared 

y David Dudley Field, and to-day reported it 
favorably to the House, with some amendments. 
Mr. Roosevelt, of New-York, has declared his de- 
termination of moving the recommittal of the ob- 
noxious Terminal Warehouse bilito the Rallroads 
Committee next week. It would haye been cone 
to-day but for a want of courtesy implied in 
acting upon the matter in the absence of Mr. 
Engie, of Brookiyn, who introduced the bill. The 
ease with which bills of every description slip 
through the committees and soon to their third 
reading this year astonishes some of the older 
members. Any criticism devoted to the careless- 
ness of members in this respect is certainly fully 
warranted by some facts which have already been 
made public. 

An important measure relating to Receivers was 
iatroduced to-day by Mr. Hunt, of Jefferson, the 
same gentieman who was largely instrumental in 
securing the investigation now being made by the 
Assembly committee in New-York, It limits the 
salaries of Receivers of corporations to $5,000 per 
annum, and provides that the orders designating 
Receivers shal! designate one or more places of de- 
posit where all fonds not needed for immediate 
disbursement shall be deposited. No deposits 
pr investments of such trust funds shall 
be made elsewhere except upon an order 
pf the court or upon due notice being served upon 
the Attorney-General. The Receivers.are also re- 
quired to make quarterly reports to the Attorney- 
General. <A bill by Gen. Sharpe appropriates $500,- 
00 from the surplus reyenue of the ger- 
eral fund in the Treasury, Sept. 80, 
1881, for increasing the capital of the 
pommon school fund. Mr. MeCleliland offered a 
bill which punishes persons inducing others to com- 
mit crime the same as those convicted of the 
crimes themselyes. It is, in effect, the Con- 
necticut statute, and is intended as a drive 
at Anthony Comstock. The bill introduced 
inthe Senate by Mr. Koch relating to the con- 
struction of surface railroads was offered by Mr. 
C. 8. Baker in the Assembly to-day. Among the 
bills reported favorably by the committee to-day 
are Mr. Van Allen’s bill prohibiting the sale of 
theatre tickets to children under 14 years of age 
unless accompanied by an adult; Mr. Parker's bill 
providing for a new mansion for tbe Governor, and 
Mr. Higgins’s bill requiring the owners of grain 
elevators in Buffalo and New-York to take out 
licenses and fixing a uniform rate for handling 
grain. 

The Senate expressed the opinion of the double 
“salary grab’’ of the clerks of the two houses in 
the form of a bill introduced by Senator Ellsworth, 
which will prevent a similar action in the future, 
even if it does not counteract what bas already 
been done. The bill provides that in future those 
clerks who are required by law to be present at the 
opening of a new Legislature, and who shail re- 
ceive pay for the time they may serve prior 
to the election of their successors, shall 
have this pay deducted from their annual 
salaries in case they shall be re-elected and serve 
through the new Legisluicrcx It also provides 
that the amount of the pay thus received by the 
present [clerks previous to their re-election shall be 
deducted from the total amount of their salaries 
for the present year. There is some doubt whether 
the law can be made retroactive so as to apply to 
the present case, and in order to decide this legal 
question the bill wasreferred to the Judiciary 
Committee. It is probable, however, that the 
clerks who tookthe double pay will voluntarily 
return it to the Treasury, asthey are now pretty 
well satisfied that they committed a serious mis- 
take which will be likely to clingto them forthe 
remainder of their lives. 

A few days ago Senator Boyd offered a resolu- 
tion calling upon the officers of the Wagner Sleep- 
ing Car Company and the Wagner Palace Car 
Company for detailed information as to the 
amount of stock, cars, and other property owned 
by the cerporation, who the owners are, how much 
tax they bave paid, what dividends they have 
made, &c. To-day a communication was received 
from James E. Taylor, Secretary, in which he in- 
forms the Senate that there are no such corpora- 
tions in existence as are named in Mr, Boyd's reso- 
lution, and that the business of the Wagner cars is 
not done by any’ corporation at all, and, there- 
fore, ig not subject to the control or super- 
vision of any State authority. He says that 
there is a Central sleeping car association 
or partnership which was never incorporated 
and which was under the sole management of Mr. 
Wagner up to the time of his death; that all the 

artners of the association are individually lichic 

or its debts, the liability extending to all the’r 
property, and that there is now pending against 
the association a claim for over $1,000,000 arising 
out of alleged infringements of patents. With re- 
gard to taxes, he says that while the association is 
not liable to be taxed as a corporation, yet that 
Mr. Wagner, being & member of the Senate, and 
in order to avoid all cavil and eriticism, did volun- 
tarily make reports of the affairs of the partner- 
ghip to the properauthority, and voluntarily paid 
the tax the same as if it had been a corporation. 
He intimates that he makes this reply to the réso- 
lution of Mr. Boyd out of respect to the body of 
which the late Mr. Wagrer was a member, and not 
because ho is under any obligation to take any no- 
ties of it. A large number of Jocal bills was or- 
dered to a third reading in Committee of thé 
Whole, and the Senate adjourned to Monday 
evening.

A RAILROAD COMMISSION BILL. 
ALE TEXT OF THH PROPOSED ACT INTRO- 
DUCED BY ASSEMBLYMAN C. 8 BAKER: 
ALBANY, March 17.—The following is the 
bill for the creation of a Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners introduced in the Assembly by Mr, C, 


8. Baker: 


Ax Act to create a Board of Railroad Commissioners 
res to define and regulate their powers and 
uties: 
The People of the State of New-York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, de enact as follows: 
Srcrion 1. There shall be, in and forthe State of 
New-York, & Boardof Railroad Commissioners, con- 
sisting of three competent persons, who shall be ap- 
inted aa follows: The Governor shall, by and Ls 
Pee advice and consent of the Senate, appoint within 
10 days after this act takes effect one Commissioner 
for the term of five years, one Commissioner for the 
term of four years, and one Commissioner for the 
term of three ae from the date of such appoint- 
ment, who shall constitute such Board ef Railroad 
Commissioners. And after such appointment first 
made the Governor, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, shall, in each year that a 
Yacancy occurs, 1 the samo by appointment 
for the term of five years. If any rocener 
appens by resignation or otherwise, he shall 
the same manner appoint a Commissioner for 
the residue of the term. Any Commissioner may be 
suspended from office upon written charges preferred

ent or Manager of each railroad in this State to In- 
form the chief Commissioner of any such accident 
immediately after its occurrenee, Before proceeding 
to make any such examination or investigation of 
the condition or operation of any railroad 
in this State, or any aceident thereon, in 
accordance with this act, said board shall 
give reasonable notice to the corporation, person or 
persons conducting and managing the same of the time 
and place of entering upon said examination. And 
such board of Railroad Commissioners shall have 
power, for the purposes provided for in this act, to ex- 
amine the books and affairs of any railroad company 
or corporation, or to compel the production of copies 
of books and papers, subpcena witnesses, administer 
oaths to them, and compel their attendance 
and examination, as though such subpoena had issued 
from acourt of record of this State. The fees of wit- 
nesses before such Ruilroad Commissioners shall be 
$2 for each day's attendance, and 5 cents per mile 
traveled by the nearest practicable route in going to 
and returning from the place where the attendance 
of the witness is required. All subpoenas shall be 
signed by the Secretary of the commission, and may 
be served by any person of full age authorized 
by the commission to serve the same. Fees 
of witnesses snall be auditea and aid by 
the Cantroller on the certificate of the Secretary 
of the commission which shall state the number of 
days which each witness attended and the number of 
miles traveled. Whenever any such examination of 
the affairs of any railroad corporation shall take 
place in which such board will require the examina- 
tion of the books and affairs of such company or cor- 
poration, or the subpoenaing of witnesses who are in 
the employ of such company or corporation, the board 
or a Commissioner thereof shall sit for such pasposs in 
the city or town of this State where the principal 
business office of such 


railway corporation 
may be 


situated. The Board of Commission- 
ers, however, shall have the power to 
require copies of books and papers, a8 pro- 
vided for in this section,to be sent to them to an 
part of this State. And the provisions of this act shall 
apply to all railroads and railways, and the corpora- 
tions, Receivers, Trustees, Directors, or others owning 
or operating thesame, And aiso tp all sleeping and 
drawing-room car companies or corporations and to 
all other associations, partnership companies, or cor- 
porations engaged in transporting’ passengers or 
freight upon any railway as lessees or otherwise. 

Sec. 5. Whenever, in the Judgement of the Board of 
Railroad Commisssioners, it shall anp ar that any 
such corporation has violated any constitutional pro- 
vision or law, or neglects in any respect or particular 
to comply with the terms of the act by which it was 
created, or unjustiy discriminates in its charges for 
services, Or usurps any authority not by its act of in- 
corporation granted, or refuses to comply with the 
provisions of any of the laws of the State or with any 
recommendation of sald Board of Commissioners, 
they shall give notice thereof in writing to such cor- 
poration, and if the violation or neglect is continued 
aftersuch notice the board may forthwith present the 
fact to the Attorney-General, who shall take such pro- 
ceedings thereon a3 may be necessary for the protec- 
tion of public interests, 

Sec. 6, Whenever, in the judgment of the Board of 
Rallroad Commissioners, after a careful personal ex- 
amination of the same, it shall appear that repairs 
are necessary upon apy railroad within this State, or 
that any addition tothe rolling stock, or any addition 
to or change of the stations or station-houses, or that 
additional terminal facilities shall be afforded, 
or that any change in the rates or fare for 
transporting freight or passengera, or that any 
change in the mode of operating the road 
and conducting its business is reasonable and 
expedient in order to promote the security, conven- 
fence, and accommodation of the public, the said 
board shall give notice and information in writing to 
the corporation of the improvements and changes 
which they adjudge to be proper, and shall give such 
corporation an opportunity for afull hearing there- 
on: and if the corporation refuses or neglects to make 
such repairs, improvements, and changes withinarea.- 
sonable time after such information and hearing, the 
said board shall present the facts inthe case to the 
Attorney-General for his consideration and action; 
and shallalso report the same factsin a special re- 
port, or in the annual report of said board to the Le- 
gislature. 

Sec. 7. Every railroad corporation shall af all times, 
on request, furnish the Board of Raliroad Commis- 
sioners any necessary information required by them 
concerning the condition, management, and operation 
of its railroad, and particularly with the rates of fare 
for transporting freight and passengers upon its road 
and other roads with which its business is connected, 
and such railroad corporation shaliaiso at all times, 
on request, furnish to such Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners copies of all contracts and agreements, 
leases, or other encagements by such corporation en- 
tered into, with any person or persons, corporation or 
corporations. Every officer, agent, or employe of any 
railroad company who shall, upon due notice, neglect 
or refuse to make or furnish any statement or report 
required by said Commissioners in their judgment 
necessary to the Farpcess of this act, or who shall 
willfully hinder, delay, or obstruct the said Commis- 
sioners in the discharge of the duties imposed by this 
act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 8 No request or advice of the said Board of 
Rallroad Commissioners, or investigations made by 
the same, shall have the effect to impair, in any man- 
ner or degree, the legal rights, duties, or obligations 
of any railroad corporation, or its legat liability for 
the consequence of its acts, or of the neziect or mis- 
management of any of its agents or servants. 

Sec. 9. The Board of Railroad Commissioners shall 
make an annual report to the Legislature of their do- 
ings, including such statements, facts, and explana- 
tions as will disclose the actual working of the system 
of railroad transportation in its bearing upon the 
business and prosperity of the State, and such sugges- 
tions as to the general railroad policy of the State, or 
the amendment of its laws, or as to the condition, af- 
fairs, or conduct of any of the railroad corporations, 
as may seem to them appropriate. And thesaid Board 
of Railway Commissioners shall be charged with the 
duty to recommend and draft for the Legislature 
such bills as will in them judgment pro- 
tect the people’s interest in and upon. the 
railways of this State. And it shall likewise be the 
duty of such Commissioners to take testimony upon, 
and have hearing forand against, any proposed change 
of the law relating to any rallway or raliways, or pro- 
posed change of the general Jaw in relation to rall- 
ways, if requested to do so by the Committee on Rall- 
roads of the Senate and Assembly, or by the Governor 
or by any railroad company or by any incorporated 
organization representing agricultural or commercial 
interests in the State, and such Commissioners shall 
thereupon report their conclusions in writing to such 
committee, Governor, or company, or such organiza- 
tion from whom the request to act emanated. 

Sec. 10, The Board of Railroad Commissioners shall 
have power to prescribe the form of the report re- 
quired to pe made by railroad corporations, under 
section 31 of chapter 140 of the Laws of 1850, entitled 
*An act to authorize the formation of railroad cor- 

orations, and to regulate the same,” and may from 

ime to time make such changes and additions in such 

form, giving to the corporation six monthga’ notice, 
before the expiration of any fiscal year, of any such 
changes and additions which would require any alter- 
ation in the method or form of keeping their accounts, 
and the report by said “ Act to authorize the formation 
of railroad corporations, and to regulate the same,” of 
1850, required to be made tothe State Engineer and 
Surveyor, shall hereafter be made to such Board of 
Railroad Commissioners. Until such Board of Ratl- 
road Commissioners, however,shali change or alter the 
form of the report, the form now prescribed by law 
shall be followed by the said railroad corporations. 
And the Board of Railroad Commissioners shall, on or 
before the 1§th day of September in each year, furnish 
a blank form of such returns. When the return re- 
ceived from any corporation is defective, or believed 
to be erroneous,.the board shall pou. the corpora. 
tion to amend the same within ¢ days. The 
board shail prepare such tables and abstracts of all 
the returns as theyshall deem expedient, and whic 
shall be contained in their annual report, and their 
annual report shall be transmitted _to the Legislature 
on or before the second Monday in January each year, 
and which annual report shall, among other things, 
contain an abstract of the proceedings of the board 
during the precedine year; and also drafts of bills 
which have been submitted by the board to the Legis- 
lature, and the reason therefor, and such suggestions 
as to the workings of the laws of the State on the sub- 
oe of railways and transportation as _to the said 

oard may seem proper and expedient. The originals 
of the returns as amended, subscribed, and sworn to, 
as now provided by law, or as hereafter to be provided 
by said Board of Railroad Commissioners, shall be 
preserved in the office of the board. 

Sec, 11. There shall be printed, in addition to the 
regular numbef prescribed by law, as a public docu. 
ment of the State, 600 coptes, to be bound in cloth, of 
the annual report of Raliroad Commissioners, with 
the returns of the corporations, for the use of the said 

Commissioners, and to be distributed by them to such 
railroad corporations and other bodies of persons in- 
terested therein, in the discretion of the said Com- 
missioners. 

Sec. 12. The annual salary of each Commissioner 
shail be $8,000, and _of the Chief Clerk or Secretary 

4,000, and of the Marshal $1,500, payable quarter! 

rom the Treasury of the State. The said board sha 
also have power to employ such additional clerical 
force, not exceeding in number three persons, how- 
ever, at salaries not to exceed in the aggregate the 
sum of $3,000 per annum, as they may find necessary 
for the purpose of prepestes the reports reguired by 
this act, and such other clerical duties as may 
of them by said board.

ACTION IN REGARD TO TRANSFERS—OTHER 
MATTERS BEFORE THE MEETING. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 17,—At this morn- 
ing’s session of the Philadelphia annual Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Rev. 
Messrs. F. M. Tower, of the Oregon Conference; 
W. R. Babcock, of the St. Louls Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South; the Rev. Drs, 


Kidder and T. Hanlon, the Rey. I. H. Correll, mis- 


sionary to China, and Presiding. Elder W. A. Rich- ° 


ardson, of the Virginia Conference, vaere intro- 
duced. The General Conference of 1860 resolved 
“that while we cheerfully accord to our excellent 
superintendents their constitutional right to sup- 
ply the general work to transfers when necessary, 
we respectfully request that transfers ma 
never be made solely at the personal golicl- 
tation of the preachers desiring to be 
transferred, nor yet to gratify the wishes 
of any one charge between whom and’ the pro- 
posed appointee negotiations may have been pre- 
viously made.”’ In reference to this the Rev. W. 
L. McDowell to-day offered a resolution that." we 
respectfully request that no transfer be made into 
this Conferenee unless an equal number be made 
from it, and that no transfers to this Conference be 
assigned to work of similar character to that which 
has been occupied by transfers from this Conference, 
The Rev. G. R. Crooks addressed the Conference 
in the interest of Drew Theological Seminary. He 
stated that the resources of the institution were 
barely adequate forits support, and announced 
that the Jones Professorship, endowed by the 
preachers, had reached $20,000 of the $40,000 of 
the amount required. There was great need fora 
new library building anda largely increased en- 
dowment, There are about 90 students in the 
seminary. but there should be accommodation for 
more than 100. The Conference was also addressed 
by the Rev. Dr. D. P. Kidder, Secretary of the 
Board of Education, and the Rey. Dr. J. M. Buck- 
ley. The Rev. J. M. Tower addressed the Confer- 
ence in behalf of Willamette University, Oregon.

A commit- 
tee of Seven was appointed to nominate these 
Trustees. The Conference then adjourned until to-

Resolved, That the people of Jersey City, in mass- 
meeting assembled, do hereby by these presents most 
earnestly and solemly protest against the enactment 
of Senate Bill No. 167, and as citizens of Jersey City 
and of the Commonwealth of New-Jersey, respect- 
fuliy and earnestly petition the Hon ‘“Jeorge ©. Lua- 
low, Governor of our State, to return sald Senate Bill 
No. 167 to the Legislature with such objections as may 
be presented to him by his fellow-citizens, 

The preamble and resolution were adopted with- 
out a division.

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DEATH OF CHARLES E. PERRINE. 
Charles &, Perrine, who shot himself in the 
abdomen, in the Hotel Windsor, In Jersey City, 
Thursday night, died yesterday morning at 10 
o’cloeck. He was 83 years of age, and leaves a 


widow and two children, who live in Brook- 
lyn. His brother, Dr. George Perrine, visited 
the Police station yesterday, and Capt. 
Farrier delivered tho dead man's effects 
to him. To a Times reporter Dr. Perrine 
said that his brother had at one time been a dra- 
matio critic on some of the New-York papers, and 
that he corresponded with Philadelphia papers. 
When asked for an explanation of the suicide, Dr. 
Perrine said: “ My brother has been staying with 
me recently, and I have noticed signs of mental de- 
pression lately. The reason for it was,I think, 
money embarrassments. He had lost largely, and 
he was disappointed yesterday afternoon in not re- 
ceiving money with which he expected to meet 
some pressing obligations, He was a very sensi- 
tive man, and I think that in a fit of depression re- 
sulting from disappointment he took his life.” 
Before committing suicide he left . telegrams 
direeted§ to his wife, and to a Mr. Beck, of 
Sixth-avenue, Brooklyn. In the dispatch to 
his wife he said: “ Come to-day; I have done what 
Isaid I would. Daisy knows all.” To his brother 
he wrote on a card: “* Daisy will tell you all about 
it.”

CELEBRATED IN THIS CITY. 


IRISH SOCIETIES PARADE FROM THE COOPER 
INSTITUTE TO JONES'S WOOD— THE 
FRIENDLY SONS GIVE A DINNER AT 


WHIGH GEN, GRANT SPEAKS, 


The Irish citizens of New-York, contrary to 


their usual experience, were greeted with re- 
markably fair weather yesterday for St. Patrick's 
Day, and the result was that the streets through 
which the procession passed were thronged with 
people, and the feet of the Hibernians were not in- 


cumbered with the real estate which they usually 


accumulate on the march. The celebration was 


the quietest and most orderly which has taken 
Place in this City for years. The annudl parade 
has. become distasteful toayery large proportion 
of the Irishmen of the City, who take the ground 
that the money spent in its preparation had better 


be sent to Ireland in aid of the Land League 
movement, and ag a consequence the procession 


yesterday was, compared to those of former years, 


avery smallaffair. The Sixty-ninth Regiment de- 
clined to participate in it, referring to 
show their respect for 8t.

by attending mass in a body i 
rick’s Cathedral. The regiment marched 
from thelr armory at Tompsins Market to 
Fifth-avenue, and up the avenue to the cathedral, 
which was reached shortly after 10 o0’clock, Arms 
were stacked in Fiftieth-street, and the soldie 
were escorted to seats on the left of the dantaat 
aisle. The crowd of outside worshipers was s0 
great that all the standing room in the cathedral 
was filled, and hundreds were turned from the 
doors for want of room. The pontiticial mass was 
celebrated by Archbishop Corrigan, Coadjutor to 
the Cardinal, assisted by the Rev. Fathers Donovan 
and Kelly, sub-deacons. Bishop Becker, of Wil- 
mington, Del., deliyered the sermon on the life and 
services of St. Patrick. 

The procession, which wes composed almost ex- 
clusively of divisions of the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians, formed at the Cooper Union; and marched 
up Fourth-avenue. The line started at 12:45, pre- 
ceded by an escort of 20 mounted Police, under 
command of Sergt. Ravelle. The line was headed 
by Grand Marshal Patrick N. Oakley and his aides, 
followed by seven open carriages in which sat the 
invited guests, each carriage being drawn by four 
horses. Following these came 16 divisions of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, St, Columba’s Ro- 
man Catholic T, A. B. Society, ana St, Columba’s 
Rifle Corps. The procession passed in review at 
Seyenteenth-street and Unton-square before 
Mayor Grace, who was accompanied on the 
stand by Commissioner Brennan, of the De- 
partment of Charities and Correction; Com- 
missioner Thompson, of the Department of 
Public Works, and Aldermen Martin, Kee- 
nan, Levy, Kirk, Fitzpatrick, Brady, and 
McAvoy. The line occupied 20 minutes in passing 
the stand. The march was through Seventeenth- 
street to Seventh-avenue,to Forty-second-street, to 
Fifth-avenue, to Sixty-sixth-street, thence to the 
Eastern Boulevard and Jones’s Wood, Here an 
admission fee of 50 cents was charged to those 
participating in the march as well as the general 
public, to swell the fund to be devoted to the 
cause of the Land League. The large pg- 
vilion was comfortably filled by the crowd, 
and it was estimated that between 3,000 
and 4,000 persons attended the _ exereises 
of the day in this place, At 3 o'clock Thomas F. 
Kinahan called the meeting to order, and Michael 
J. Langan read letters expressing regret at theirin- 
ability to be present from State Senators Boyd and 
Grady, Michae] Breslin, Martin J. Brophy, and 
Fathers McGlynn, McMillan, and Ryan. Congress- 
man 8. 8, Cox was then introduced, He mounted 
atable and delivered a 10-minute speech. which 
aroused the enthusiasm of his hearers to such an 
extent that his voice was often inaudible on ac- 
count of the vigorous applause which saluted him. 
Mr. Cox's theme was Ireland's wrongs at the hands 
of the British oppressor, and he promised that 
Congress would force the State Department to 
seek redress for the imprisonment of American 
citizens ff it did nothing else. He advised his hear- 
ers to mark at the ballot-box the men who were 
not in sympathy with the cause of the Irish pa- 
triots. Speeches followed from ex-Assemblyman 
Luke FY, Cozzens, Dr. Willlam B. Wallace, Presi- 
dent of the Land League in this City; the Rev. 
Father Hickey, Arthur J. Delaney, and Civil Jus- 
tice J. H. MeCarthy. They assembly was a remark- 
ably orderly one, and Inspector Dilks, who was in 
charge of the reserye force, had no difficulty in 
handling the throngs. 

Good singirg, witty and humorous remarks, and 
an elaborate menu combined to render the dinner 
of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick last evening 
at Delmonico’s particularly enjoyable. The feast 
commemorated the ninety-elghth anniversary of 
the founding of the society, and drew together an 
unusually large and distinguisned company of 
geavewen. The main dining-hall was gay- 
y decked for the occasion, and nearly 
200 sat down to the repast. Gen. Grant spent 
nearly an hour shaking bands with the gentlemen 
before the dinner, and was complimented 
with frequent cheers after he took his seat. 
Beside him at the gnests’ table sat the Hon. John 
Russell Young, Senator Charles W. Jones, of Flor- 
ida; the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, Mayor Grace, 
the Hon. John Kelly, Judge McAdam, Judge Abram 
R. Lawrence, of the St. Nicholas Society; Mr. F. 
W. J. Hurst, of the St. George’s Society. 
and Mr. Brice Gray, of the St. An- 
drew’s_ Society. Among the others present 
were Hugh Hastings, Samuel G. Courtney, 
Judge Ambrose Monell, Judge Granville P. 
Hawes, Rufus W. Peckham, Judge Shea, Recordcr 
Smyth, Judge Van Brurt, Judge Van Hoesen, Reg- 
ister Docharty, Judge Brady, Nathaniel Jarvis, Jr., 
John Savage, Judge Joseph F. Daly, Augustin 
Daly, Judge Larremore, Eugene Kelly, ex-Judge 
Dennis Quinn, John Foley, Richard J. Morrisson, 
the Rev, John Hughes, the Hon. E. Hall, and R. J. 
Hoguet. 

At 9:80 o'clock Chief-Justice Daly, the President 
of the. society, rose, amid applause, and congratu- 
lated the assembly on the approaching centennial 
of the society. As Irishmen, the company were to 
be praised for maintaining such excellent order 
and quiet, He then presented the company with 
some shdmrocks brought over In the latest ocean 
steamer. le imtroduced Miss Ella Conron, 
who sang with fine effect a _ familiar 
Irish song. The lady was escorted to the room by 
Judge Shea,and Hugh Hastings proposed three 
cheers for the ladies, which were heartily given. 
**Let Erin remember the days of old” called forth 
great applause, and Miss Conron sang again. A sug- 
gestion was next made that the company should 
“Grant Daly Grace,” at which pun there were 
three cheers twice repeated for the ex- 
President, and plaudits for the other gen- 
tlemen whose names formed part of the pun. 
Ironio applause greeted a quotation from ‘“ Pina- 
fore’ by Judge Daly in proposing the first toast, 
and introducing John Kelly to respond to “ The 
ae we Celebrate.’”’ Judge John R. Brady also 
spoke to this toast, and toldin his inimitable man- 
ner one of ‘his stories,’’ and set the company 
into roars of laughter. Gen. Grant had sent 
a dispatch to the speaker while he was Presi- 
dent of the society couched in the following words: 
‘** Trishmen—the best of all greenbacks.” He was 
glad to know that they had now succeeded in mak- 
ing an Irishman of Gen. Grant. [Laughter.] The 
next toast was “Ireland.’’ Previous to the re- 
sponse Miss Jennie Dickerson and Signor Monte- 
griffo sang the duet “Come to the Mountains” 
in Italian. It was effectively rendered, and elicit- 
ed long-continued applause. Senator Jones, ot 
Florida, was called upon to speak to the toast as 
an * Irish’? United States Senator. 

After the speech a letter of regret was read from 
President Arthur, whose name was cheered, and 
other letters were read from Senator Bayard, Gov. 
Cornell, Judge Davis, andothers. Thetoast ‘The 
United States of America’? was responded to by 
Gen. Grant. As he rose the company gave vent 
to enthusiastic applause, and‘the guest’s health was 
drank by the entire company standing and giving 
three cheers and a tiger. There was much 
merriment when Judge Daly announced that 
the General was an Irishman by being made 
a citizen of the capital of Ireland during his Conti- 
nental trip. The cheering was again renewed as 
the ex President spoke. He said thatit was true 
that he wasan Irishman. He became onein Dublin 
in January, 1879. He found it rather embarrassin 
to say what he wanted to, and, therefore, he woul 
ask Mr. Depew to say what he could say were 
the latter in his position. He would say for 
himself, however, that he hoped all Irishmen 
would take advantage of the  opportuni- 
ties which this sae gave them to show 
what they are worth. It was one of the grand 
features of Ameriea that there was no country 
on earth that extended to the poor and 
humble a better chance to lift themselves up- 
ward if they bad the star’ ua and the inherent merit 
to raise isemselves in the world. The speaker had 
seen all countries, but he came back from his 
travels a better American than when he went 
away. This modest little speech drew forth un- 
stinted plaudits, and then the company listened to 
some fine singing by Miss Jennie Dickerson. Mayor 
Grace followed with a short response to the toast, 
“The City of New-York.’ The Mayor en- 
larged upon the duties of Irishmen as citi- 
zens, and declared that he was not a 
true Irishmen who underrated these duties or neg- 
lected to perform them. New-York he pro- 
nounced the largest “Irish City in the world.’ It 
was the world’s crucible, where all nationalities 
are melted down into a new and more progressive 
one, and which, while it leaves the best side of 
every man’s race feeling unimpaired, makes him 
once and forever an American, It is the symbol 
and embodiment of American cosmopolitanism, 

Signor Montegriffo. next sanga song from the 
opera of “Rigoletto,” after which * Our Sister So- 
cieties” was responded to by Brice Gray, of the St. 
Andrew's Society; Judge Lawrence, of the 
St. Nicholas Society, and the Hon. 
Chauncey M. Depew then spoke to the toast 
“All the Nationalities.” with his usual 
felicity and humor. Judge McAdam and Dion 
Boucicault spoke happily to the respective toasts 
-’ Woman” and " Literature, Science, and Art in 
Treland.’’ The Jarge company broke up at a late 
hour in the gayest of spirits, cheering the patron 
saint of Ireland.

OBSTRUCTIONISTS IN ART. 
To the Editor af the New-York Times: 


Fine art, its education and ministry, are 


now established public interests, a part of our 
American civilization. To utilize the talent of our 
people, to enjoy art and give us the place that be- 
longs to us before the world,in view of our 
achievements in other directions, requires instruc- 
tion for the student, general enlightenment among 
the masses, encouragement for genius in its early 
struggles, and absolutely free’ eompetitive exhibi- 
tions before the public, uncontrolled by those who 
would be naturally interested in suppressing works 
such as would interfere with sales of inferior pic- 
tures and elevate the popular standards of art. The 


connoisseurs, the non-professional friends of art, 


the cultivated elass, the people at large will these 
things. 

What are thefacts? The statement isastruenow 
as it was when utteredin your editorial columns 
three years ago, that “we have not an art school 
worthy of the name.” Wemean noreflection upon 


the individuals immediately engaged in the instrue- 
tion; it is the system that is bad. There is no intel- 


ligent progressive curriculum, no awakening of or 
appeals to the art faculty, no stimulus to study the 
literature, philosophy, or even the science involved 
in modern art. @ students are kept drowsine 
in & dreary career of black and white, by 
methods condemned by Sir Joshua Reynolds 
‘a hundred years ago, Art education has 
moved onward; the cliques of artists follow the 
old ruts, with barren results. It is a pity that 
we must add the well-known fact that the con- 
ductorsof the Twenty-thira-street Academy have 
even less the will than capacity to furnish an art 
education. When will the crowd of young men 
and women who suppose they are acquiring the 
elements that will make them artists, be delivered 
from the cruel delusion?—refusing to see that the 
institution fails in producing artists. - 

As to the education of the people, what is being 
done? Where are the popular lectures or other 
agencies looking to the stirring of the masses to an 
intelligent interest inart? Where is the voive or 
pen of any of the clamorous self-anointed le:.ders 
that can formulate a paregrees toward popular in- 
straction in art? Where is there one suspected of 
the capacity for art thought and inspiration such as 
comes from the brain power of the studios in 
France, Germany, and England? Isita pervading 
incapacity of the American mind, or Bottom, the 
joiner, casting himself for a character where his 
mental infirmity is paraded more conspicuously? 
It is simply an insult to American manhood to sup- 
pose that such unseemly arrogance and flagrant 
unfitness for service represents our true posi- 
tion or tho respectadle element in the 
profession. That a portion of the so-called 
art Presidents represent nothing better than 
& sudden transition from ‘old clo’” to 
editorship, with the heavier ignorance of Israelitish 
guile, isthe natural reflex of the womanly indo- 
lence of the studios. The fact is evident to any 
observer that art literature and art culture is more 
familiar to the connoisseur elass than to the artists 
asa body. It is equally patent that the best art 
thought, developed in journalism, is found not 
in the columns of the affected specialists, 
who speak in the name of art, but in the 
incidental service of the daily papers. The power 
to give us a great career in art is in the body of 
our people, and much of what could give respect- 
ability to artist life is in the uncontaminated stu- 
dent class, and honorable members of the profes- 
sion, who are ostraeized or intimidated into per- 
functory co-operation with tke mercenary clique 
that rules, or precluded by the self-respect of man 
and artist from such sinister associations. 

The question is, how are the proper elements to 
be brought to the front, and howare the organized 
and disciplined forces of corrupt suppression to be 
circumvented? The peddling, plotting junta is 
vast and far-reaching in its ramifieations, though 
not formidable, on account of its rottenness and 
the antagonisms its crimes have engendered. It is 
like a monstrous, unclean zoophyte, whose feelers 
reach not only the remote exhibitors in other 
cities, but even beyond the sea, on the occasions 
of the international exhibitions, where obtrusive 
incompetents are our leading representatives to 
our periodical humiliation. So keenly was this 
feltat the last Paris Exhibition that, just before 
the opening, the Chief Commissioner, the Hon R. 
C. McCormick, franticaily telegraphed the writer to 
scour the studios of Americans in London for 
material to save our country from its 
flagrant and unique disgrace. And this, while it is 
well known that some of the most creditable 
works of Americans were suppressed and denied 
exhibition in the interests of the elique of ped- 
diers. The writer had subsequently to listen to J. 
Forbes Robertson, the representative at the Art 
Department, for the London 7imes denounces our 
country as not having “sent 12 pictures that would 
remind one that there was a continent over there." 
Patriotism prompted a defense, but prudence 
counseled silence, for such defense, if candid, in- 
volved a deeper humiliation to the artists of Amer- 
ica; better seem to be defielent in paint power 
than In manhood. 

The writer has taken an active interest in art 
mutters in New-York since the days of the old 
Art Union and the New-York Gallery in tne City 
Hall Park, and has marked the continuous pres- 
ence of a corrupt Do ages element in the profes- 
sion, making itself felt just in propececs to the 
temptation and prospect of illegitimate gain. 
Artists are no worse than other men; the difficulty 
is they are no better. There is an old Spanish 
proverb that ** Most men are tempted by the devil, 
but some men tempt the devil." There could be 
no greater blessing te all concerned than a thor- 
ough breaking up of the corrupt Hinge of 
artists. They are ourses alike to the victims 
of their machinations and to the men who are 
dragged so far below the level of a noble profes- 
sion by the moral cancer of such mean motives of 
action. The writer is not such a blind optimist as 
to not allow for the infirmities of human nature 
that must be present in all mundane things, and 
with that in view. as the result of long observa- 
tion, designates the present evils that beset 
art interests in New-York as unique 
and wickedly wanton, such as could 
and should be swept from the scene 
of its obstructive and destructive power by a wave 
of emphatic public indignation. Let any one read 
this current literature of art, in our own language, 
philosophy, science, criticism, or even biography, 
and then look in the direction of the poor concern 
in Twenty-third-street and hear the victim stu- 
dents whine forth the puerile platitudes in wailing 
minor they get there, and it will be felt that we are 
so far below the zone of art thought or work as 
to amaze and humiliate us, and drive us in our dis- 
gust beyond the limits of patient expression. 

A wholesome sign of life is seen in the rebellious 
movement against the water-color society on the 
part of the young men. But it is fair to suppose 
that another dose of energetie kicking from the 
Academy boot will be required to bring about the 
despair that must precede that self-respect and 
manly, persistent, independent action which will 
appeal to the public heart and emancipate 
the profession. Next week the fallow victims are 
to send their pictures to the Academy for the 
“1,2, B.” Then we will see the old serio-comic 
drama of Pent discrimination again. The’ 
groans and tears of the Water-color Society 
action was buta small touch of the varloloid. The 
genuine black article comes next month. 

Among the profession at this season of each 
year, there is repeated, with gathering intensity, 
the selfishness, plotting, over-reaching cynicism on 
the one hand, on the other disappointment, sense 
of injustice, disgust, amazing discoveries of cor- 
ruption, with souring, chilling, discouraging effects 
upon the cleaner students and professionals, who 
will not abase themselves by either helping or 
sharing the plunder of the unscrupulous ring that 
rules amid the coarse exultations of the grabbing 
mercenaries and the wails of their betrayed victims. 
It would be easy to indicate the methods by which 
available remedies could be applied to the mani- 
fest shortcomings in art education, both profes- 
sional and popular, and such may be the scope of 
a further communication; but the first necessity is 
to fet rid of a ruling few who stand between the 
public and their nobie generosity on the one hand 
and the needful encouragement of native genius 
on the other, for selfish ends sacrificing the broad 
interests of art. 

The schemes of the Twenty-third-street mag- 
nates show the evidences of frantic desperation. 
No one can pretend to say that the annual exhibition 
has the semblance of representing the standards of 
fine artin even the City of New-York, let alone 
the audacious pretense of nationality. It repre- 
sents, principally. a union of mediocrities, who 
trade upon the charter and traditions of an {nsti- 
tution established and paid for by the people to 
advance art education, and which has been hope- 
lessly perverted to serve the selfish ends of its Be- 
trayers. 

Let us clear the atmosphure of art from the foul 
excrescences that defile and obstruct our progress. 
And if this be done, by superseding selfish artists 
with honest business men, friends of art, who have 
no motive in selling thé pictures or pumping up 
meretriecious reputations of feeble painters, we will 
see an elevation of art standards in our midst that 
will cheer and inspire the bewildered student with 
8 definito and exalted aim. As itis, we do not 
know where we stand; for, doubtless, there are 
many whose self-respect and sense of justice will 
prevent them from ever seading a picture to the 
Academy while ready to enter the deld of open, 
honorable erulation with thé dest, among whom is

THE PRESENT TIME NOT WORSE THAN 
THE OLD. 
A letter from ex-Gov. Israel Washburn, Jr,, 


of Maine, is published in which he taxes this cheer- 
ful view of the present times: 


**I do not believe that there are more crimesin 
Maine or in the country at large than there were 
20, 50, or 100 years ago, the increased population 
being taken into account, There are undoubtedly 
more legal offenses, but of the crimes known as 
malum in se—that is involving essential turpitude 

am confident the number of cases are fewer. 
When I read the memoirs and most inner history 
of statesmen, even of such times as those of our 
Revolution, and compare them with what I know 
of the men of the present day, Iam encouraged 
rather than otherwise by the comparison, In lofti- 
ness and breadth of aim, in purity and in patrichion 
I see no evidence of decadence, When read the 
records of our early courts in Maine and obtain a 
glimpse of ee times, the customs, and manners of 
the people they were in the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, I rejoice in the improvement 
which I discover in the liyes and the manners of 
to-day over those vaunted ages of innocence and 
virtue, When I observe the alms, the good deeds, 
the charities and humanities of our age, I will not 
believe that the civilization which they represent 
and the Christianity by which they are moved aro 
failures—that they are elements of evil and springs 
of crime, I ave a more hopeful philoso- 
phy. Undoubtedly there is a great volume of 
crime in the land, and especially of offenses 
not known in earlier times, before the age of 
steam and electricity and the marvelous develop- 
Ing infinences of the period in which welive, and of 
the immense immigration from foreign lands with 
which this eountry has been visited of late years. 
Seasons of transition and change are those of dis- 
turbance, and bring with them evils and dangers of 
theirown. They are inseparable, but not alarm- 
ing. Wealthand luxury are the parents of many 
vices, but also of many virtues. They are working 
out the problems for which they were summoned 
into existence, and these preblems concern the 
elevation of the raee. I do not believe 
that wealth is in itself wrong or the neces- 
sary and efficient cause of wrong. I do 
not think that luxury and refinement are essen- 
tially evil, and although in anti-Christian ages they 
could not of themselves save the people from cor- 
ruption and deeay,I find no reason to fear that 
under the sway and guidance of a growing Chris- 
tian civilization they may not be made useful} and 
indispensable factors in the highest progress of 
men and nations. For.everything we would pos- 
sess in this world we must pay the price. Wrestlin 
with the forces at work in our time, we secure an 
save through discipline and trial what is most valu- 
able, The marvelous accumulations of wealth in 
this generation will necessarily effect many changes 
in society. But that a better condition of society 
and a higher life in individuals will be the result 
_ the assurance of my philosophy and of my Chris-

Gen. Skobeleff is 39 years old, but looks al- 
most a decade younger. There is nothing in hig 
aspect which betokens the warrior inured to kard: 
ships. Nor yet does he give the impression of 4 


carpet knight, although he is the best valeted 
fo Europe. He is habitually well dressed, but ‘a 


adandy. One sees that he pays minute attention 
to the details of his toilet when he is engaged at it; 
but that once it is ended, his personal appearancé 
does not cost him for the rest of the day a singl¢ 
thought. In the morning and afternoon the coal 
is a blue frock, loose, of stylish cut, and buttoned 
around the chest. The trousers, of gray tweed, 


are also an easy fit, and they half hide feet tod 
small to be in proportion to the Generai’s statura 
If jeweled studs, pin, and chain are worn they da 
not show. A hand of feminine delicacy is care 


fully attended to, but unadorned with rings. Sko 
belef is tall, his figure is lithe. It shows an elas 
tic, nervyouz organization, but no athletic museu: 
larity. The hahit of poring over books of military 
science, maps, and plans has induced a slight stoop, 
In working out in his mind some tough problem 
or talking on a subject that excites him, he paced 
rapidly backward and forward, in tent or study, 
often stopping short for a few moments, 

When his physiognomy {s in repose, It tells no 
tale of any kind. In its fall front outline, the face 
almost takes the form of an engular Gothic figure 
8. Itis wiae at the upper part of the high fore 
head, which has two vertical ridges over the eye 
jo tate extending the whole way up, evenly de 
veloped, and rounded like pillars. The cheeks ard 
long, and widen toward the chin, which is neithef 
prosainent nor the contrary. Full lids of th 

apsburgian type, but with muscular we! 
to enunciate distinctly, are scarcely chad 
by the mustache. The ocular rezion 
narrow, although the eyes 
large, and there is a good distance between them, 
Their colorisalight bluish gray, and they 
dead-looking-until the General .speaks, when th 
may be truly called the windows of his soul. Hig 
complexion is ashen, without being unhealthy, 
Emotion warms it up jn an instant. The nose is of 
a mixed type, and long. It might easily have bee 
retroussé, or it might easily have been straight; 
A thick head of fair hair is cut short an 
parted in the middie. The nut-brown beard ig 
also short at the chin’s point, longer at thd 
sides, and trimed to follow the contoug 
of the cheeks. This warrior gives the impressio: 
of amenof high station and native and acqui 
superiority. His manners are open, courteous, an 
engaging. The hand is extended with frank affa. 
bility, and the dull eyes light up to speak a co 
welcome. Skobeleff has physically and morally 
sensitive, but not touchy, skin. He reacts again 
an inborn love fordaintiness and luxury. But it ig 
asore trial to him to be obliged to foregosilkey 
hose and fine limen. When he is in exiguous lodg 
ings, the olfactory nerve of his visitor is assailed by 
the smell of scented soap. 

If the word “hectoring” had not a bad sense, the 
name of Hector would fit the Sclavophil Gen 
There isan Andromache, to whom he got marri 
on the eve of his departure for Central Asia. 
Courtly society did not approve of the union, whic 
threw into relief the General's tenderness of bh 
and scrupulous respect for his word. His relatio 
expected that he would have married an heiress 
high rank and great wealth. He endeavored 
console them for their. disappointment by reflectin 
that the best sort of men are apt to make lov 
matches, and that, while fortune takes wings an 
flies off, beauty is transmitted from mother td 
daughter. 

The victor of Geok Tepe is methodic and neat iq 
all his ways. If he writes a letter on business, h 
takes a copy. In his drafts of reports, erasures an 
interlineations are thick-set. No room is left fot 
ornamental "fringe.’’ In speaking, the words flow 
freely. and are the exact expression, whatever 
the tongue which the General makes uso of, o 

is thoughts and sentiments. Thought with him 
never dissociated from feeling. His English is pure, 
graphic, and robust. When heis very much excited, 
‘* What the deuce” is superseded by a stronger ins 
terjection. But heis so knightly and courtly that 
it does not shock. Skobeleff is a water drinker, 
and takes care not to be a heavy eater. This wars 
rior isa man of action and study. He isan om. 
niverous reader, and sucks rapidly the brain out 
ofa book. Beaconsfield, as an author, he held ig 
contempt long before that statesman declared him 
self the enemy of Russia. Dickens makes him 
laugh and cry; Kingsley is his prime English fa- 
vorite. Of French poets he best likes Corneille, 
whose tirades the late Mme, Skobeleff taught the 
General and her other children. 

Skobeleff has always with him his old French 
tutor, M. Giraud, whom he addresses with affec- 
tionate humility. The Dominic 1s a little, elderly 
man, respectable, brown-wigged, smiling, formal 
istic, and professorial in his most familiar conver 
sation. is illastrious pupil has unbounded confi: 
dence in his wisdom. There is a little of Misg 
Betsy Trotwood and Mr. Dick in their conferences, 
Skobeleff in his youth, and later, may have done 
things behind his mentor’s back which ’twere bet- 
ter to have left undone. But when the hour 
of repentance came, as it was sure to do, 
he made his confession to his old preceptor, 
and said his mea culpa, The two have 
been inseparable for 34 years. One i 

rofoundly grateful to the other for having re- 

eased him in his chilahood from the pedagogig 
German tyranny which in the reign of Nichola 
broke the heart and soul of Russian youth. It wag 
then the fashion to thrash boys of good family like 
ineorrigible serfs if they failed to give satisfaction 
in the school-room. M. Giraud was for turning th¢ 
generous instincts of his pupil into an education 
lever, by making him feel that if he did not da 
well, the tutor who wanted to use him kindly 
would fall into discredit. A turbulent spirit was id 
this way brought into perfect discipline. 

Skobeleff inherits his military qualities from his 
grandfather and father, who were both Generalg 
and Chevaliers of St. George. The former had four 
fingers cut off and his elbow shattered in the wal 
of 1831. He had risen from the ranks, and was 
Muscovite. From his mother Skobeleff the thi 
derives his disposition and intellectual tastes. She- 
was murdered in Bulgaria by an officer of her son’s 
staff. The General yenerates her memory, and 
speaks of her with faltering voice. Though of 
practical mind, she was a woman of lofty thoughts, 
and, unknown to herself,a poet. She attended 
sedulously to the education of Michael an 
her three daughters, and imbued them wit 
the idea that good feeling is the basis o 
good manners, and the cement which holds famt. 
lies and nations together. Without it politeness is 
agrimace. Durable greatness has its source in the 
conscientious discharge of homely duties, True 
ladies and gentlemen, every day they rise, give 
proof of heroism in small things. Comeliness, 
neatness, and elegance are social virtues. Sincerity 
is the virtue of virtues. But if the sincere man 
does not root out his bad qualities and cuitivate 
his good he is an intolerable brute. Mme. Skobe: 
leff used to say to her children: ‘‘If you are noi 
truthful you will becontemptible But if you elect 
to be truthful you bind yourselves over to act like 
heroes in small things and in great.” The Skobe 
leff family was poor, and had no long ancestral 
line. But its social prestige, which was entirely 
due to the force of character and accomplishments 
of the late Mme. Skobeleff, became so great that 
the noblest families in Russia sought to be allied ta 
it. The eldest daughter is Princess Peloselsky, th 
second Mme. Tchernaieff, and the third is marned 
to Count Beauharnais, son of the late Gran 
Duchess Marie, and first cousin of the Czar. She if 
not given imperial rank at Court, but is treated aa 
a cousin by Alexander and the Czarina, 

Skobeleff believes in the power that shapes our 
ends, rcugh-hew them as we may. He is very re- 
ligious, but is hardly conscious of hi8 piety, which 
is genial and attractive. He has had in his life ta 
tell diplomatic falsehoods, but they stuck im hig 
throat, and nearly choked him. On one occasion 
he boldly told a lie—or rather a bundle of lies, 
His mendacity was to veil the scheme of 8 cany 
paign on which tremendous issues depend 
ed. When the person whom he was deeeiving 
rose to quit him, he insisted on sesing 
him to his carriage. On his way out, 
the ‘General stopped short and said, ‘“ You loo¥ 
very honest, and you are a person of breeding. Ii 
you suspected the importance of some questiong 
re have been asking, you would have cut you 

nd off rather than put them.” He then recapit 
ulated them, and added: “ All my answers ©: 
these points were lies. Ican’t bear the feeling o} 
lying to you. You may guess the truth from this, 
I place my secret at your mercy. and am sure yor 
will not give me cause to regret doing so.”

VARIOUS LONDON TOPICS 


TOOLE AND IRVING, GLADSTONE 
AND JUMBO. 

FRIENDSHIP OF THE TWO ACTORS—IRVING’S 
COMPANY IN ‘‘ROMEO AND JULIET ’’— 
PREPARING FOR THE FISH EXHIBITION 
—THE PRIME MINISTER’8 NEW VICTORY. 

Lonpon, Feb. 28.—There is something 
very interesting in the close friendship of Mr. 

Henry Irving, the famous tragedian, and Mr. 

J. L. Toole, the well-known comedian. They 

began their professional careers at about the 

same time. Toole was the first to score a wide 
popularity. Irving continued, all the same, to 
cherish a sincere regard for Toole, and Toole 
for Irving. Although Toole’s line of business 
is so entirely different from that of his friend, 

he takes the deepest interest in his work. I 

am induced to mention these two public favor- 

ites in this way and at this time for this reason: 


Beginning at the lowest rung of the theatrical 
ladder, they have now arrived at the top 
together. Irving has the best theatre in 
town; oole has one of the prettiest. The 
comedian has converted ‘‘the Folly’’ into a 
superb little house, and it is rechristened, 
“Poole’s Theatre’? is the newest name 
among the London houses. Irving’s prem- 
ises include the original rooms of the 
celebrated Beefsteak Club. He uses them 
for entertaining his friends. Singular] 
enough, Toole has obtained a lease of the mod- 
ern Beeksteak Club rooms and annexed them 
as the foyer of his theatre, the memhers hav- 
ing changed their quarters for a higher flight 
of chambers. On Saturday night Toole ina 
quiet ' way inaugurated his Beefsteak Club 
room. The supper was a sumptuous repast, 
and the guests included Irving, Yates, Sal 
Mr. Russell, (editor of the Liverpool Post, 
Billington, Bram Stokes, David James, Jo- 
seph Knight, Sir John Humphreys, George 
Lewis, and the Lovedays.

A good dealof discussion is 
taking place in reference to the impossibility 
of Mr, Irving and Miss Terry “ looking” the 
youthful hero and heroine; but it is quite cer- 
tain that no artists qualified in this respect 
could realize the dramatic force of the poet’s 
creations. Charles Kemble acted Romeo at 60, 
pps was accepted by the play-going public of 

is day. Said Irving to me, being interrogated 
upon this point, ‘‘It would be ridiculous 
to dream of making one’s self up to look any- 
thing like the Romeo of popular fancy, nor can 
any one hope ever to realize the character any 
more than that of Hamlet; but it is possible to 
suggest the part and assist an audience in its 
retiections upon the potr and the beauty of 
it.’ Heasked meif I knew that Macready, 
who loved the part of Hamlet so much, always 
felt that his interpretation of it fell very far 
short of it. Ididnot. “I was talking with 
an old gentleman,” said Irving, ‘‘who was a 
friend of Macready, and was in his dressing- 
room when he played Hamlet the last time; 
‘Good-bye, sweet Prince,’ said Macready, an 
he kissed the clothes in which he had dressed 
the part, adding a sorrowful expression of 
regret that he had not once been able todo jus- 
ticeto the character. Moreover, his last words 
on his death-bed were a _ reference to 
Hamlet.” Miss Ellen Terry’s Juliet, Irvin 
says, will be a revelation, a study as fresh and 
pure asit will be original It is understood 
that at the recent dinner at Marlborough 
House the Prince of Wales was especially gra- 
tious to Mr. Irving. His Royal Highness and 
the Princess are to be present on the first night 
of the Shakespearean revival. By the way, 
some of the newspapers devoted to social gos- 
sip say that an actor who dined at the Prince’s 
table last week sang a song in questionable 
taste. Iam told by those who were present 
that there is no truth whatever in the report. 
All the Prince’s guests speak of the entertain- 
ment with delight. The Prince proved himself 
a most gracious and considerate host. 

The movement in promotion of a great in- 
ternational fisheries exhibition, to be held in 
London, is a subject that is attracting attention. 
A meeting was held cn Monday sufficiently well 
attended to guarantee the carrying out of the 
idea. There have already been fisheries ex- 
hibitions at Berlin and also at Norwich, in 
England. Edinburgh is to hold one this year, 
oad’ it is proposed to outdo them all in London, 
though the Berlin and Norwich shows are to 
be adopted as models to work upon. The Prince 
of Waies, the Duke of Edinburgh, Lord Gran- 
ville, the Marquis of Salisbury, and Lord Kim- 
berley were present and spéke at the pro- 
moters’ meeting. The Duke of Richmond and 
Gordon explained the origin of the projectand 
read a preliminary report of a provisional 
committee, of which the following abstract 
contains the leading points: 

“The committee have bestowed long and anx- 
fous consideration on the prospectus of the pro- 

osed exhibition. ‘The classification, which has 
een compiled with the assistance of leading scien- 
tific men, comprises every object adupted for ex- 
hibition illustrative of sea and fresh water fisher- 
fies; the preparation, preservation, and utilisation 
of fish, fish-culture, the natural history of fish, and 
literature connected with fishing. Another depart- 
ment of the exhibition will relate to the economic 
condition of fishermen. It is proposed to give prizes 
on important subjects connected with fishing, and 
with a view of turning the exhibition to practical 
account, conferences are to be held for the purpose 
of reading and discussing subjects specially con- 
posted with the fishing industries. The exhibition 
to be opened on the Ist of May, 1883. In order 
to illustrate the great extent and magnitude of the 
fishing industries of the United Kingdom, it may be 
stated that, at the lowest calculation, 550,000 tons 
of fish are annually taken in British waters by our 
own fishermen; that, according to Prof. Huxley, 

000,000,000 herrings are annually taken in the 

orth Sea alone; that 130,629 tons of fish were de- 
livered in Billingezgate Market in one year, and that 
the fisheries of the United Kingdom are carried 
on by about 85,000 boats and vessels, giving em- 

loyment tO no less than 110,000 people afloat. 

he first International Fisheries Exhibition 
was held in Berlin in the year 1880. The total 
receipts were £19,116, and the expenses £17,304, 
leaving a surpins of £1,812. It is obvious that to 
carry out the proposed exhibition on an adequate 
seale, having regard to its international character, 
a very large outlay will be necessary; it is, there- 
fore, proposed to open immediately a subscription 
list for the general and prize fund, and also a sub- 
seription list for a Sh sreaegg fund to provide 
against contingent liabilities in the event of the 
proceeds of the exhibition proving insufficient to 
meet the expenditure. The committee have pleas- 
ure in announcing that the Fishmongers’ Company 
bave already promised the sum of £500 for the gen- 
eral and prize fund, and £2,000 to the guarantee 
fund.” 

Other sums were advanced for both funds, 
and plenty of money will be forthcoming. The 
Prince of Wales said if Berlin, with a popula- 
tion of a litle over 1,100,000 could make a Fish- 
eries Exhibition a success, London, with nearly 
5,000,000 need not fear a satisfactory result. 
**We are very anxious,’ he said, speaking for 
the promoters, “that foreign countries should 
co-operate with us, and we look especially to 
America in all important matters of fish cul- 
ture, whether inlandorsea. I may state that 
the United States Fisheries Commissioners 
raised in 1878 no less than 15,700,000 shad. The 
United States Government, moreover, con- 
tributed £20,000 toward the expenses ~of 
the American exhibits at the Berlin ex- 
hibition, and I hope they will not be 
less liberal on the occasion of the exhibi- 
tion of next year. The statistics which have 
been given are with regard to the enormous 
amount of fish taken and delivered in our fish 
markets. I may say that I believe the amount 
Ig considerably larger. I believe I am right in 
stating that it amounts nearly to a million tons 
of fish taken in the British waters by our fish- 
prmen. Last ear neariy 154,000 tons were 
delivered at Billingsgate. ‘he value of the 
salmon fishery, as you are aware, in England 
amounts to £800,000.” Sir A, Galt informed 
the Prince and the meeting that he is author- 
{zed to say that both the Dominion of Canada 
and the colony of Newfoundland are anxious 
to have it known that they ‘‘heartily ap- 
prove of the exhibition and desire to co- 
operate in its objects.”

When he rose he was received 
with a great cheer. The Liberal majority had 
pledgea themselves at the Saturday ‘‘pow- 
wow” to stand by him, and they did. The 
vote was: For Mr. Gladstone’s motion, 800; 
against it, 167—giving the Ministry a majority 
of 138. The Parnellites voted to a man against 
the Ministry. The tellers belonged to the 
Irish party. Many Conservatives stepped 
down from the Opposition benches, and did 
not vote atall. The figures cannot, therefore, 
be taken as an indication of the relative 
strength of the two parties. It will be the 
subsequent division following the debate, to 
which this vote is the introduction, that will 
show how Mr. Gladstone stands as against his 
opponents. He began the debate on his motion 
(quoted above) the moment it was decided to 
put aside all other orders of the day. If I 
quoted his entire address, which would occupy 
several columns of THE Tinks, it would not 
convey to the reader a more intelligent ex- 
planation of the Ministerial view of the state 
of affairs as between the two houses than 
(coupled with the terms of the motion) is shown 
in the following opening sentences of the Pre- 
mier’s oration: 

“Tam not allsurprised, and donot complain, that 
it should be a favorite practice with some to rep- 
resent this motion as a motion having for its aim 
and —— a@censure upon the House ef Lords, 
Gentlemen who s0 view it must be perfectly well 
aware that opposite and contradictory declarations 
of policy are constantly made by the two houses 
of Parliament—constantly, I mean, in the long re- 
view of history; habitually, frequently. It is no 
part of our view. whatever be the inferences gen- 
tlemen may draw for themselves, to pass censure 
upon the House of Lords. In the first place, it is 
not the office of one house of Parliament to cen- 
sure another. In the second place, it is not a ques- 
tion of privilege invaded, not a question of conflict 
of jurisdiction. Nobody doubts for a moment that 
the House of Lords is competent to appoint a com- 
mittee to inquire into the Ps yer ey of any of our 
laws. It may be an error of policy of the gravest 
character, but it is not an invasion of our jurisdio- 
tion, and it is not as an invasion of our jurisdiction 
that it is taken by her Majesty’s Government,” 

In his peroration he declared that the Minis- 
wf cannot be responsible for the government 
of Ireland fora singleday, except with the 
free use of the weapons the legislature has in- 
trusted to their hands; that their hopes for the 
restoration of an efficient and pacific adminis- 
tration of the affairs of that part of the 
empire are bound up in the Land act, 
whieh would be neutralized by the proposed 
inquiry of the Lords, ‘‘Upon it,” he said, 
‘* we build, upon it we suspend our hopes, and 
we will be no parties fer a day or for an hour 
toany proceeding by which these hopes can 
be substantially endangered.’’ This is the an- 
swer to the Lords, and though Mr. Gladstone 
says it is not a censure, it undoubtedly 
is, and I fancy the sober sense of the 
country will © inclined to say that 
it is deserved. Later on, the action ‘of 
the Lords might be justified. Just now it 
surely cannot be, This is practically the 
question before the veered § fhe Opposition 
take up Gladstone’s gage of battle on the issue, 
and they will come oyt of itin a minority. 
Their one great chance of beating the Govern- 
mentseemed to be on the cléture. Mr. Glad- 
stone puts that aside and elects to meet his 
foes on entirely different ground. From a 

arty stand-point, the Lords have made a mis- 
Fake in creating this diversion. Mr. 
Gladstone will take up the cléture with 
added strength and vigor after another 
great and uninvited victory on the Land 
act, which the — debate will, I should 
say, undoubtedly give him. At the same time 
it is no good to lose sight of the fact that Mr, 
Gladstone’s Government is declining in popu- 
larity, and that the political atmosphere is 
charged with gases that may explode at any 
time in such a way as to bring about a general 
election. Public affairs are in an unsettled 
and unsatisfactory state, and there is evidence 
of insubordination every now and then in tho 
Liberal ranks which is dangerous to the exist- 
ence of the Gladstonian reign. At tnis moment 
there is, however, a unanimity against the in- 
terference of the upper house with the work- 
ing of the Land act, which offers to the 
Premier a cheering contrast to the diversity 
of opinion within his own party on bis adop- 
tion of the cléture in Parliamentary pro- 
cedure, 

It is a change from “‘ grave to gay” to men- 
tion in this place the latest phase of the 
“ Jumbo” question. After the first gush of 
sympathy for the big elephant public opinion 
is calming down before the statement that Mr. 
Barnum insists upon the fulfillment of his bar- 
gain and some complimentary vouchers in the 
press for the humanity of the great showman 
and his tender and gentile treatment of ani- 
mals. The Zoo is crowded daily by men, 
women, and children to takea parting view 
of the sagacious beast, and Jumbo is be- 
coming quite accustomed to his chains. 
Mr. Barnum has obtained a fing 
advertisement in America and Europe 
out of the fuss, and the Zoological Society will 
find a certain solace for the abuse that has 
been heaped upon them in the thousands of 
pounds which have been paid at the various 
entrance gates during the last few days b 
friends and admirers of the elephant whic 
has made such touching and human-like ap- 
peals to its keepers for their protection. The 
officials of the society have excited both ridicule 
and contempt by excusing their parsimony 
under the guise of a wicked necessity, Their 
defense is simply that they have sold Jumbo 
because he is becoming dangerous. If this be 
60, they are publicly told that they have swia- 
died Barnum, and should be held responsible 
by America for any lives that ma: 
ficed should the aeons break out into one of 
those ‘‘fits of madness” to which they say he 
will be Hable on reaching the full age of ma- 
turity. The only naturalist except Mr. Bart- 
lett who has defended the committee is Mr. 
Yegetmeier. Mr. Ruskin has hit them hard on 
the score of their inhumanity, and offered to 
raise money to buy the elephant and keep it 
all its days. Pressure is being put upon the 
Queen for her Rare ro to ask Mr. Barnum not 
to take the away! Thestory all round 
is like a chapter out of ‘‘Gulliver’s Travels,” 
and might be turned into hot satire, taking 
into consideration how many r le are 
starving in this t metropolis. blic sen-

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NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


ARGUMENTS AGAINST THE INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE BILL. 

MR. BLANCHARD CONCLUDES MIs ADDRE8S 
AND MR. FINK BEGINS—-THE REAGAN 
BILL DECLARED TO BE UNWISE AND 
INEXPEDIENT. 


WasuinctTon, March 17,—The hearing upon 
inter-State commerce was resumed this morning 
before the House Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
Among those present were Messrs. Chauncey M. 
Depew, Fink, Blanchard, Barclay, Jere Wilson, €x- 
Assistant. Postmaster-General Tyner, Gov. Brown, 
of Tennessee; Beverly Tucker, of Virginia, and 
several Representatives in Congress. Mr. Blan- 
cbard resumed and concluded his argument, Be 
referred especially to the fact developed by Eng- 
lish liegislation that in the railroad problem the 
proper rule was to watch carefully and prescribe 
little by little instead of following the prevailing 
American idea to. prescribe much although we 
Know s0 little, He compared the Reagan bill or 
“panacea” with the hundreds of laws which had 


been enacted in England, and finally had been 
swept from the statute-books, and alluded to the 
large number of railroad commissions which had 

roved failures, even in England, until they had at 
ast struck Yee the proper sort of commission. 
He advocated a national commission, such as has 
been proposed by Charles Francis Adams, and is 
peovised for in the bill introduced byRepresentative 

ice. He urged it because it would vindicate the 
railroads from nine-tenths of the charges made 
against them by Pyuiar clamor, because it would 
give an organized body to which the publio would 
take its complaints and have them heard, and to 
which the railroads could go also and get justice 
done—a tribunal whicn would evolve light out of 
the fee ge which now obscures the public mind 
on railroad questions. He gave statistics of rail- 
road freight rates showing the remarkable self- 
imposed reductions that had gone into effect from 
time to time since the first railroad was con- 
strueted in America. The Almighty had done 
much for this people by the wonderful interlac- 
ing of waterways, and to Him, as in all things, 
gratitude and praise are due; but the rail- 
road companies were also entitled to the 
gratitude of the people for the wonderful 
network of transportation facilities they have fur- 
nished. Inspite of extraordinarily adverse condl- 
tions of climate, mountain and river barriers, our 
American railroads have given to our people lower 
rates, both through avd local, by one-half than 
prevail elsewhere in the world. The great railroad 
lines had recently appointed an Advisory Commis- 
sion to hear the complaints of all aggrieved per- 
sons, individual freighters, boards of trade, or rail- 
roads in their differences between each other. He 
thought the national commission which he advo- 
cated should publish all rates in public places 
through the United States, and that all questions 
of classifications should also be posted. As to the 
Reagan bill he questioned its wisdom and objected 
to its application. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Albert Fink, the 
author of the pooling system, and a member of the 
Railway Advisory Commission was heard. Mr. 
Fink said that the difficulties attending railroad 
Pang tp were not the result of special iniqui- 
ties, but inherent in the railway system. He men- 
tioned in support of this statement the fact that 
the same complaints against railroads are made 
by the people of France and England, and declared 
that if Congress can solve this problem, which the 
best minds of Europe have been unable to do, it 
will be entitled to tho gratitude of mankind. ‘‘The 
Greate features of the problem,” he said, are too 
arge to be dealt with during this session of Con- 
gress,’ and he recommended that the committee 
continue its examination during the recess, or that 
a commission be appointed, to report to Congress at 
itsnextsession. He said that the principal questions 
to be decided from a practical point of view were: 
First, Have the services of the railroads been ren- 
dered at a reasonable cost? and, second, Has the 
cost been equitably assessed upon the people? The 
people, he maintained, were deluded by demagogi- 
cal talk of railroad extortion, and he quoted from 
some misstatements which he said had been pre- 
sented at Anti-Monopoly League meetings, and 
showed that they were grossly exaggerated. In 
submitting statistics showing the extent of our 
railway system, he said that there are nearly as 
many miles of railroad in this country as there are 
inthe rest of the world. He submitted figures 
showing the cost of construction per mile to be as 
follows: In Great Britain, $200,000; in France, 
$180,000; in Germany, $185,000; in Austria, $109,- 
0CO, and jn America, $58,000. “ No greater calam- 
ity could haopen to the people of this country,”’ he 
said, ‘than oe paseine of the Reagan bill.” Mr. 
Fink will cuatibue his argument to-morrow morn- 
ng.

THE TAX ON DISTILLED SPIRITS. 

A SUBSTITUTE FOR MR, CARLISLE’S BILL RE- 
PORTED BY THE WAYS AND MEANS COM- 
MITTEE. 


Wasuineton, March 17.—The House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means held a speeial meeting 
this afternoon and agreed upon a substitute for 
the Carlisle bill, which was reported to the House 
just before adjournment. The first section of the 
original bill, reducing the tax on distilled spirits to 
50 cents a gallon, is omitted. The second section, 
providisg for warehouse bonds to secure the col- 
lection of the tax upon ail spirits withdrawn or re- 


moved from a special bonded warehouse, is re- 
tained with amendments increasing the penal sum 
of the bonds, When the largest quantity of spirits 
to be stored in the warehouse, as set forth in 
the distiller’s statement and declaration, does 
not exceed 680 barrels of 40 proof gal- 
lons each, the bond is fixed at $1,800 in- 
stead of $1,000. In all other cases the amounts 
are doubled. When exceeding 30,000 barrels 
the bund shall be $200,000, but in no case shall the 
penal sum of any warehouse bond be greater than 
$200,000. The limit as to the time during which 
spirits may remain in bood is extended indefinitely 
by an amendment which provides that “ bonds 
given under this section sball be and remain in 
force as to spirits remaining in warehouse on the 
ist day of May following until the execution and 
approval of the new bond, and shall remain in full 
foree for the collection of the tax upon all spirits 
covered thereby which shall have been unlawfully 
removed or withdrawn during the period for 
which the bond was given.” A further amend- 
ment to this sectlon provides that in case the per- 
son required to make the statement and give the 
bond aforesaid shall die, shall become of ussound 
mind, or shall, in the opinion of the Collector or 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, become other- 
wise legally incapable of making such statement 
or of giving such bond, the statement may be 
made and the bond may be given by his Execu- 
tor, Administrator, guardian, Trustee, or other 
personal or legal representative.’ Section 3 is 
amended by striking out the words “not 
exceeding three in number,” and authoriz- 
ing the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nus to establish, at his discretion, one 
or more special bonded warehouses in 
any one collection district. Section 4, relative 
fo the removal! of spirits from one distillery ware- 

ouse to another in case of a permanent discon- 
tinuance, is amended by restricting the removal to 
another distillery warehouse in the same collection 
district. Sections 5 to 10, inclusive of the Carlisis 
bill, are embodied withont change or amendment 
in the substitute. Section 11, regulating the allow- 
ance to be made for loss of spirits whilesin bonded 
warehouses and edd egy ag regauging to ascer- 
tain the loss, is amended by striking out that por- 
tion which provides that this provision as to loss 
shall apply also to foreign spirits imported into 
this country. Section 12 of the Carlisle bill, fixing 
the tax on foreiga brandy and distilled spirits and 
all cordials or bitters containing distilled spirits at 
$1 50 a gallon, and section 13, in relation to vinegar 
bitters, are stricken out. All acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent with the provisions of the bill are 
repealed.

THE CASE OF SERGT. MASON.

CHARGES PREFERRED AGAINST HIM TO GOV. 
CORNELL. 

Charges of maifeasance in office have been 
presented to the Governor against Benjamin W. 
Downing, District Attorney for Queens County. 
They are the latest feature of several recent ef- 
forts toshow Mr. Downing’s unfitness for offices of 
public trust. They began with Mr. Downing’s re- 
election last Fall as a School Commissioner at 
Flushing, where he made himself obnoxious by op- 
posing the entrance of colored children to the 
Fiushing High School. His opponents chargea that 


in taking this position he had betrayed his trust as 
a School Commissioner by going back on the 
romises he made before he was elected, prom- 
ses by means of which he was returned. 
They also alleged that he had been en- 
tirely too attentive to the lady teachers of the 
Flushing schools, and thought that it ill became 
the dignity of a School Trustee to take them out 
ridihg and treat them to tarts and cream puffs, 
Affidavits were sent to the State Superintendent of 
Schools at Albany representing that Downing had 
used unlawful means to get back into the board, 
and requests were made for anewelection. The 
Superintendent looked into the charges, and finally 
denied the request. But this defeat did not quiet 
Mr. Downing’s opponents. In a local paper, the 
sentiment of which, Mr. Downing declares, is 
controled by these gentlemen, there constantly 
gporered similar charges to those above recited 
The paper in question attacked his official record 
as District Attorney. It accused him of biack- 
mall, of accepting straw bail, of permitting lottery 
advertisements in a rival sheet in Flushing; of pro- 
tecting unlicensed whisky saloons, faro banks, 
and pool-sellers; of making sham raids to quiet 
public censure, and of remissness in the prosecu- 
tion of indicted persons. The offending editor—Mr. 
George R. Crowley—was given to understand that 
he would be doing himseif a favor by ceasing to 
ublish these accusations. The editor assured 

r, Downing that he was not to be buil-dozed and 

roceeded to reiterate his charges. Thereupon 

ir. Downing secured his arrest for libel, and he 
was convicted in the Court of General Sessions at 
Long Island City last Tuesday, and sentenced by 
Judge Armstrong to pay a fine of $250, and spend 
two months in the County dail. While this indict- 
ment was hanging over him, Mr. Crowley pre- 
ared the charges which are now in Gov. Cornell's 
ands, and which restate the allegations which his 
paper had already published. The specifications 
against Downing went to the Governor with Mr. 
Crowley's signature alone. 

When asked yesterday what reply he could 
make to the charges, Mr. Downing said: “ As to 
the charge that unlicensed saloons and other evil 
places exist at Hunter's Point, I have but to say 
that I am District Attorney for Queens County, 
not a detective officer. When these persons 
areindicted by the Grand Jury or taken before a 
local magistrate I shall prosecute them. There are 
doubtless some few there, but not nearly so many 
as before my recent raid. It was not my business 
to make this raid at all, and I don’t propose to do 
itagain. Five or six times last Summer I told the 
Police Commissioners that they should shut up 
these dens, As they paid no attention to my com- 

laints, at last I addressed a letter to them censur- 
ng them severely for their remissness. They replied 
by passing a resolution on the ist of October 
placing at my disposal their entire force. Of 
course, though it was not my business, I said, 
‘Come on, boys,’ and into the slums we went. 
Frank McCoy. Ed Murphy, and ‘Capt.’ Wallace 
were captured, convicted, and punished, and a 
number of other ey broken up. Thatis scarcely 
what I should cali a sham raid. Another specifica- 
tion represents that I have negiected the prosecu- 
tion of indicted persons or intrusted that work to 
other and incompetent persons. I have not neg- 
lected my work at all, as the records show. I have 
had several assistants, chief among whomis W. T. 
B. Milliken, of No. 161 Broadway, who resides in 
Jamaica, and is prominent in several law 
and order associations of Long Island. He 
has been of great service to me, 
and his work speaks for his efficiency. 
As to my owning stock in papers advertising lot- 
teries and gambling places, I don't own stock in 
any newspaper whatever. I don’t accept straw 
bail, for T don’t. accept bail at all—that is the 
court’s concern, but [have never pronounced bail 
satisfactory which has proved incompetent. The 
rest of the charges are on a par with these, and in 
all probability, considering Mr. Crowley's present 

redicament and his desertion by is former 
riends, I shall not be very much annnoyed by the 
paper he has sent to the Governor.”

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The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, increasing cloudi- 
ness ami rain or snow, easterly to southerly 
winds, lower barometer, slowly rising tempera- 
ture. 


The Senate yesterday defeated the sub- 
sidy amendment tacked to the Post Office 
Appropriation bill. What is known as the 
Money subsidy bill was offered as an 
amendment in;the Senate by Mr. Mruuer, 
of New-York. The presiding officer (Mr. 
Davip Davis) ruled that this was out of 
arder, not being -germane to the bill. There 
‘w.as atime when subsidies were put upon 
pppropriation bills as riders‘without much 
debate. But the times have changed, 
pnd. the advocates of the ocean mail 
subsidy did not dare to appeal from 
this decision of the Chair. The Post Office 
Appropriation bill, accordingly, passed the 
Senate without the Money subsidy. This 
Jeaves the subsidy job to stand on its own 
merits, @ conclusion which will cause all 
friends of honest and prudent legislation to 
rejoice. It is not assuming too much to say 
that-this particular subsidy cannot possibly 
stand alone, and that, bereft of the support 
of the.appropriation bill, it is as good as 


fead. 


There is something mysterious about the 
silent and almost sullen revival of the frank- 


ing privilege by the Senate. Of course, 
everybody knows that a large number, per- 
baps-a majority, of the Congressmen would 
be delighted to see the privilege of the frank 
restored. But Congressmen are sensitive to 
public. opinion, and they hesitate to brave 
the opposition that is sure to break upon any 
Benator or Representative who advocates 
p restoration of this ancient abuse. 
Yesterday 41 Senators voted to fasten 
to the . Post Office Appropriation 
bill a clause restoring the franking 
privilege, and the:bill passed in this shape. 
The peculiarity of the proceeding wag,that, 
although one Senator—Mr. Farry—niade a 
speech against the amendment, notone of 
the Senators who favored it ventured to say 
a word in its favor. Forty-one Senators, 
however, stolidly voted for a restoration of 
the franking privilege without one word by 
way of explanation or defense. The House 
of Representatives is nearer the people than 
the Senate is, and to that body we must look 
for a defeat of this notoriously unpopular 
qmeasure. 


It is evident that the House committee 
charged with the duty of investigating the 
methods used by Mr. Surpnerp and the 
Peruvian Company, in the matter of influ- 
encing the action of the national Govern- 
ment, did not desire to extend their in- 
quiry so as to include Senators and 
Representatives. Perhaps Mr. Kasson, 
when he offered his substitute for 
‘the original resolution of inquiry, 
(proposed by Mr, BELMonT,) was actuated 
solely by a desire to simplify matters. Per- 
haps Mr. Kasson, when he found that Mr. 
BHIPHERD was prepared to receive pro- 
posals to implicate Congressmen in his vast 
and far-reaching schemes, did not intend to 


pelicve-his fellow-Conaresamen of all possi-. 


bility of being compromised. But he 
did manage to exclude Senators and 
Representatives from the possible cat- 
alogue of Mr. Ssiparrp’s correspond- 
ents and victims. The House has 
taken up the matter once more and has or- 
dered that the inquiry shall include any 
and all persons. No honest man can object 
to this. Even if Congressmen were as pure 
as ice and chaste as snow, they may not 
escape calumny. But an avoidance of an 
investigation by excepting Congressmen 
from the scope of an inquiry is simply an 
invitation to suspicion, if not calumny. 


‘There is some unnecessary criticism of 
the mannerin which the military authori- 
ties have disposed of Sergt. Mason, lately 
convicted and sentenced by a court-martial, 


It is assumed that Mason was “ railroaded”’ 


to the penitentiary, in order to get him out 
of the way of an impending writ of habeas 
corpus. The fact is that the President is 
now, and has been, the only official repre- 
sentative of the pardoning power, and 


that the authorities who had charge 
of Mason, during his trial and 
after his conviction, had no _ possible 
excuse for delaying his being sent to 


prison when the trial had been con- 
cluded, If, as certain clamorous journals 


assert, there is a popular demand for the 
pardon of this amateur assassin, the only 
source of clemency isin the President, who 
may be relied on to do his whole duty in 
the premises. The talk about a writ of 


habeas corpus to test the relation of martial 


law to the civil code is simply idle and in- 
considerate. 





That multiplex Receiver, Mr. Henry R. 
PrERSON, received some investigation at the 


hands of the Senate committee yesterday, 


while the Assembly committee continued its 
inquiry into the record of Mr. O’Nertu. 
Behind all the figures which have so 


far been elicited, and behind all the 


facts which lie on the surface of 


these inquiries, there are subtle and corrupt 
political influences which the committees 
should not lose sight of. It is highly proba- 


ble that the correlation of these with 
judicial decisions and legal fees may 


be left to be inferred instead of 
being clearly exposed. The band of 
KELLY may be traced in the Continental 
business, and in that as well as the other 
cases under investigation Judges Wesr- 
BROOK and DononusB appear sometimes as 
coworkers with the ‘‘ Boss,’’ and sometimes 
working for interests more obviously per- 
sonal. Theswindling of the policy-holders 
is by no means the worst feature of insu- 
rance wrecking; the prostitution of judicial 
trusts to the basest of political ends is a 
wrong which even more intimately affects 
the public welfare. 





A DANGEROUS GAME. 

Republican members of the Legislature 
have ceased to deny the existence of a bar- 
gain between some of the leaders of the 
party and representatives of the Tammany 
faction. When they are called upon to take 
any action for the promotion of the apparent 
objects of the alliance, they act together with 
a unanimity and submissiveness that are 
discouraging. The explanation made in 
their behalf is that Gov. CorneLu is 
a prime mover in the coalition and 
they are in dread ofincurring his displeasure 
and of putting themselves in a position of 
hostility to the party leaders. In short, they 
fear the vengeance of the machine. Not a 
Republican Senator ventured to oppose the 
confirmation of BAKER’s appointment or to 
raise his voice against itin any way. It was 
a political appointment, and was confirmed 
by the help of Tammany votes. These Tam- 
many votes were given for a political con- 
sideration, as well as with a view toa 
share in prison patronage. Itis plainly in- 
timated that control of the admininstration 
of Sing Sing Prison was a part of the price 
to be paid for Tammany support of the ap- 
pointment of Baker. It is further inti- 
mated that the Governor and Mr. BaKer 
have become concerned about the effect of 
carrying out this part of the bargain and are 
anxious to get out of it. No doubt they 
may be let off if a higher price is paid in 
some other form. JoHN Kew.y is far more 
anxious about the control of the administra- 
tion of the City of New-York than that of 
Sing Sing Prison, though he has doubtless 
many friends there and more that ought to 
be there. 

Legislation affecting this City has been the 
main object in view of the Tammany men at 
Albany ever since they went there with the 
‘* balance of power’’ in their hands. It was 
to affect this according to the wishes of their 
master that they determined to use their ac- 
cidental power in the Legislature. There 
can hardly be a doubt that the regular Dem- 
ocrats could have secured their support 
by satisfactory assurances on this point. 
They insisted on having the committees on 
City affairs satisfactory to them, and their 
purpose was to have legislation affecting the 
government of the City of New-York satis- 
factory to Jonn Ketiy. Failing with the 
Democrats, they sought an ‘‘ understanding”’ 
with the Republicans. Their motives and 
aims were in -nowise changed. Their 
eyes were upon patronage and City legis- 
lation, and their action was not taken 
without assurances on which they relied of 
satisfaction in these matters. No doubt 
they will yield something of patronage out- 
side of the City to strengthen the assurance 
of gaining their ends in it. Now, are the 
Republicans and Tammanyites going to work 
together to secure on the one hand the re- 
nomination and re-election of Gov. Cor- 
NELL and on the other the restoration of 
Joun Keuty to power in the City of New- 
York? 

Republican and Tammany Senators voted 
together for the resolution in favor of an 
investigation of the management of the De- 
partment of Public Works. They insisted 
together on the allegations of the preamble, 
and, while consenting’ to include the Police 
Department in the investigation, struck out 
the corresponding statement of reasons 
therefor. Possibly both departments need 
investigating with a view to a genuine ref- 
ormation, but that is not the object of these 
Senators. The Police Department is already 
under the control of a Republican-Tammany 
coalition, while the Department of Public 
Works is in the hands of the common 
enemy. The plain object of Jonn KELLY 
is to set on foot a movement for new 


evislation which shall place all departments: 


of the City Government under the control 
of Tammany and the Republican machine, 
acting in alliance with it. He is said to 
favor making the heads of executive de- 
partments elective and therefore independent 
of the Mayor. Whatever his specific plan 
may be, there can be no question of its main 
object, which is to restore Tammany to 
power in this City. There is no reason to 
doubt that he would be entirely willing to 
purchase Republican aid by helping to re- 
elect Mr. Cornet to his present position. 
Is the real object of the alleged ‘‘ bar- 
gain’”’ and the evident ‘“‘alliance’’ of the 
politicians opposed to the regular Democ- 
@acy to secure the re-election of Gov. Cor- 
NELL and the restoration of Joun KE.uy to 
power in this City? If it is, the Repub- 
licans are playing a very dangerous game 


for their party. The organization in this 
City, as represented in the district associa- 
tions, is in danger of sinking into the con- 
tempt of respectable men as deep as that 
which rests upon Tammany itself. It seems to 


be growing more and more intolerant of intel- 


ligent and self-respecting independence. Itis 
capable of making bargains with KEruiy 
and attempting to carry them out and of 
sharing with him the patronage and plun- 
der of the City. But the Republican organ- 
ization, the machine made up of the district 


associations, is not the Republican Party of 
the City and cannot control the bulk of its 
votes. The administration of Municipal af- 
fairs needs reform, but not such reform as 
it would get from an alliance of the Re- 


publican maching with Tammany Hall, 


If any scheme of legislation begotien of 
such an alliance is passed it will blast the 
hopes of Gov. CorRNELL, and, uobless 


| promptly and vigorously repudiated by Re- 


publicans outside the official circles of Al- 


bany and the conclaves of the machine in 
this City, will doom the prospects of Re- 
publican success in this State. In these 
times New-York City Republicans are essen- 


tially independents in local politics, and 


will not be trifled with in any such way as 
that contemplated. 





THE SUFFRAGH IN TWO STATES, 
There has been a mild agitation of late in 


the little State of Rhode Island in favor of 
an amendment of its Constitution which shall 
extend the right of suffrage to all citizens on 
equalterms. Its people are still living under 
their first Constitution, adopted in 1842, the 
old colonial charter having served them as 
a frame of government down to that time. 
Rhode Island has always been some- 
what peculiar in its political methods. 
Though the smallest of States in point 
of territory and one of the smallest 
in population, it is the only one that 
still maintains two capitals. While there 
has been a strong tendency among the larger 
States toward the holding of Legislative ses- 
sions only once in two years, this little Com- 
monwealth continues to have two sessions 
every year. It is also alone in adhering to 
the practice of holding its State election in 
the Spring, so that when there is a national 
election it has two canvasses so wide apart 
as to be independent of each other. Its 
most marked peculiarity, however, is to be 
found inits discrimination between native and 
naturalized citizens in thé matter of suffrage 
and in the maintenance of a property quali- 
fication. No naturalized citizen, otherwise 
qualified, can vote at any election unless he 
is possessed of real estate of the value of 
$184 or of a rental of $7, and in local elec- 
tions no citizen, native or foreign born, can 
vote for the imposition of any tax or the 
authorization of any expenditure of money 
unless he pays a tax on at least $134 worth 
of property. The amount of property re- 
quired is not great, but considering the num- 
ber of people who do not possess real estate 
or care enough about voting to pay taxes 
that can be avoided, the requirement is one 
likely to have considerable effect on the 
vote. That it does have such effect is evi- 
dent from the ordinary size of the vote in 
the State. The largest vote cast in 1880 was 
less than 80,000 for a population of more 
than 276,000, or about one vote for nine in- 
habitants, while the average in other States 
is about one for five inhabitants, 

An attempt was made a few years ago to 
remove the restriction upon suffrage, but it 
was voted down, and the opposition was by 
no means confined to one party. The peo- 
ple who have the right to vote are appar- 
ently not anxious to extend it to others, and 
those who have not are not consulted about it. 
This matter has been the subject of much 
criticism outside of the State, and has been 
taken in by at least one Congressional in- 
vestigation in recent years, but it has to 
be admitted, after all, that it is entirely 
within the control of the people of 
Rhode Island. No distinction among cit- 
izens is made which comes within the pur- 
view of the prohibitions of the national 
Constitution, and without further amend- 
ment of that instrument the people of the 
rest of the country can have no concern in 
the matter. The people of the State appear 
to regard criticism with the utmost compla- 
cency, and claim that they are well gov- 
erned and prosperous. That they are any 
better governed for their anomalous regula- 
tion of the suffrage does not appear. : 

If we turn now to the State of South Car- 
olina we find a widely different condition of 
affairs. Its foreign population is small, 
only 7,686 in a total of 995,577, but of that 
total 604,832, or more than three-fifths, are 
negroes. Nearly three-fourths of these are 
utterly illiterate, and there is also a large 
percentage of illiteracy among the whites. 
But in South Carolina all male citizens 
21 years of age and upward are by 
law entitled to vote. The suffrage 
was made thus general under _pe- 
culiar conditions, with the sanction of 
only a small portion of the people who in 
former years controlled the political affairs 
of the State and by the coercion of the 
national Government. A prohibition of the 
Federal Constitution prevents any curtail- 
ment based upon a distinction on account 
of color, and no property or educational 
qualification can be set up without the con- 
sent of the present voters, and that consent 
cannot be obtained. Hence we see the ef- 
fort constantly made to effect a restric- 
tion by indirect methods. At one time 
violence and intimidatien were used to pre- 
vent the negroes from voting. At a later 
period fraud upon the ballot-box and false 
counting were resorted to for the purpose of 
counteracting or neutralizing the colored 
vote. At the recent session of the Legisla- 
ture a mew device was adonted, which is 


likely, however, to be defeated by the 


Federal supervision of registration, having 
in view the same general purpose of 
restricting the vote. There was hardly an 
effort to conceal the real object of the regis- 
tration law. It was intended to isolate the 
election for State and local purposes from 
Federal supervision, and at the same time to 
make it necessary for the voter to be able to 
read in order to have his vote counted. He 
must enter the polling-place alone and de- 
posit each ballot in the proper one of several 
labeled boxes, or it would be thrown out as 
void. 

These two cases illustrate the extremes in 
the working of the suffrage laws in a coun- 
try where all men are said to be equal in 
civil and political rights. The ‘“‘native and 
best’? in Rhode Island have never surren- 


dered or forfeited their control, and they 
insist upon maintaining a restriction which 
is certainly not in keeping with the spirit of 
American equality. But they have the law 
on their side and the power in their hands. 
South Carolina has a population far less 


fitted for the exercise of universal suffrage, 


but her men of intelligence and substance 
are powerless to curtail it without resorting 
to indirection which amounts to an evasion 


of the requirements of the fundamental law 
of the Nation. The comparison is sugges- 
tive and instructive. 


REHCONSTRUCTION IN PERU. 
Statesmen of courage and patriotism are 
so rare in Peru that it has been left to the 


ex-Dictator Prerona, the chief author of 


her woes, to arrest the hastening disorgan- 
ization of the republic and attempt the crea- 
tion of a Government out of the pres- 


ent chaos. This discouraging dearth of 
respectable political leaders bodes ill for the 


future tranquillity of Peru, no doubt, but 
if no better material is at hand, Prerona 
and those he will call around him will at 


least serve to rescue the country from im- 
pending anarchy. Itis not impossible, in- 
deed, that, through Jate repentance and re- 
form, Prero.ua, if called to the Presidency, 
may, by wise and prudent courses, do some- 
thing to justify the unaccountable confi- 
dence which his name still inspires in 


the bosom of probably three-fourths of 
the lower classes of the population of 
Peru. The old boastful spirit has not de- 
serted him; it crops out in references to ‘‘ the 
great national party which bore my [his] 
name,”’ aud in what he has to say about the 
Calderon party, which he absurdly charges 
with having ‘‘ assassinated’’ the country. 
But there isa leayen of political common 
sense in his circular suggesting the forma- 
tion of a Central Committee, and he showsa 
willingness—not to be expected of him—to 
subordinate his own personal interests to the 
welfare of the republic. 

His plan of reconstructing the Govern- 

ment is, in the circumstances, the one which 
promises better results than the summoning 
of Congress, since the work may be speed- 
ily done, and unless a Piérola ‘‘ machine’ 
is kept vigorously at work the provisional 
Government recognized by it will be fairly 
representative of the sentiments of the lead- 
ing citizens. ‘‘ Nominate a small commit- 
tee,’’ he says— 
“To study the proper organization for a party in 
Lima and the departments, and then to work with- 
out hesitation or repose. I will assist in the labor 
to the utmost of my ability. Should you consider 
it indispensable, I willeven form part of the Man- 
aging Committes—I might be useful as a means of 
bringing about a change—but I am of opinion that 
itis absolutely indispensable. I should not preside 
over it. This would tend to maintain the personal 
policy it is so necessary should be destroyed, and 
would cause many to consider your patriotic labors 
as employed on behalf of my ambition, although I 
never have had any, nor have I at present.” 

In accordance with this suggestion a ‘‘ Di- 
rective Committee” has been formed, with 
Dr. Anronro ARENAS as President, and in- 
cluding among its members Prero.a, his late 
Secretary, GArcra y Garora, Don Josz An- 
TONIA LAVALLE, and a former Mayor of Lima, 
Don Rurrxo Torrico. This committee has 
issued a very sensible address in which the 
necessity of organizing sub-committees in 
the departments and provinces is urged 
upon the people. The committee dis- 
claims any wish to obstruct the peace 
negotiations which Mr. Trescor is now 
said to be conducting on behalf of 
the United States, ‘‘a Government 
friendly to both belligerents, however little 
faith in their happy issue the turn of events 
may admit of entertaining.’”’ Its proposed 
desire is to prepare the country for either 
alternative, the success of our mediatory 
efforts or the necessity of treating with 
Chili directly. The party the committee seeks 
to form is a party of reconstruction organized 
to redeem Peru from the further calamities of 
anarchy, and to establish her foreign and 
domestic affairs on a settled basis, It opens 
its ranks to all patriotic citizens to whom 
these objects are dear. It is a long time 
since so statesmanlike a paper has been 
issued by any political organization in Peru. 

When the executive power of a country 
has fallen into the very dust, as was the 
case in France just before the birth of the 
First and Third Republics, the behavior of 
the people, the first blind gropings after 
governmental organization, the springing 
up of noisy and ambitious pretenders, 
the slow or sudden development of a 
crude, tentative, organic structure, and the 
processes by which this ground-work is 
perfected and extended until law and order 
are restored to their sway, constitute a spec- 
tacle of the deepest interest to political stu- 
dents, This is the situation of affairs in Peru 
to-day. The work of reconstruction is go- 
ing on, and, as usual, there are rival claim- 
ants and opposing forces in the field. The 
Calderon party, which is still held together 
by ‘‘the cohesive power of public plunder”’ 
and other influences emanating from the 
Peruvian Company, makes a bitter attack 
on PrERoLA, accusing him of treason, cow- 
ardice, theft, and a whole catalogue of 
civil and military vices of similar 
magnitude. In a reply to his circular, 
some gentlemen of this party warn the peo- 
ple that a Government with PrerRo.a as its 
head ‘will impede that honorable peace, 
without cession of territory, which will 
soon be signed by the grand patriot, GARCIA 
CALDERON, who, thanks to the generous 
co-operation of the Americans, will ‘soon 
return to his post.’’ The expectation of 
American interference is artfully kept alive 
by the Calderon party wherever it has 
influence. Montero, the nominal Vice- 
President since CanpEROoN’s enforced 
abdication, is said to he in prison, 


on the-order of lenEstas. a commander of 


the remnant of the Peruvian Army in 
Cajamarca. Thesole hope of the Calderon, 
or civil, party lies, therefore, in the possi- 
bility of some action favorable to their 
interests by the United States. News 
travels slowly on. the west coast, and 
many suppose that Mr. Burarne is still 
carrying out the guano policy of 
the State Department. Upon Mr. 
Buarxz, Minister Hurtsvr, and other 
officers of this Government whose relations 
with the able and adroit SHrexEerRp were of 
so compromising a character as to permit 
him to back up with documentary evidence 
his promises of support from the United 
States for the plundering schemes of the 
Peruvian Company will rest no small share 
of the responsibility for any future evils 
which may befall Peru through a conflict 


between the new party of reconstruction 
and the hungry intriguers who clamor 
for CALDERON’s restoration to power. 
The Calderon party would have been 
dead and buried long ago had not the emis- 
saries of the Peruvian Company insisted 


that Mr. BLatng would galvanize the corpse 
into life again. The publication in Peru of 
all that is now known here, together with 
what may hereafter be revealed, about the 
intrigues of the Peruvian Company through 
Hurieor and others will have a good 


effect probably, but there is danger that 
the new Government will not be 
established without some civil disturb- 
ance. The hastening of the Congressional 


investigation into the mysteries of our South 


American Giplomacy would be a friendly 


and serviceable act toa country whom the 
indiscretions, to use no stronger term, of the 
high officers of the United States Govern- 


ment have deeply injured. Meanwhile, it is 


gratifying to note that Minister Morton is 


able to meet with a square and satisfactory 
denial the charge that he has been involved 
in a business way, through his mercantile 


house, with interests likely to need and seek 
his official intervention.

THE SKOBELEFF INCIDENT. 
Gen. SKOBELEFYF has of late enjoyed an 
immense amount of notoriety im conse- 


quence of a speech made by him at a dinner 


party. The distinguished Russian said to 
the assembled guests, who were chiefly 
Servians: ‘‘Gentlemen, we Slavs have got 


to fight the Germans. Yunderstamme! I’m 
perfkly sober, and I repeat it, we've gotter 
fight the Germans’’—or words to that effect. 

This speech, brief as it was, created a tre- 
mendous uproar. All Europe promptly said 
that SkosgLerr would never have said 
what he did say unless the Czar had given 
him permission; and that even if he wasa 
little intoxicated it was doubtless because he 
had received express orders to that effect. 
It was agreed by everybody that if the Rus- 
sians really intended to make war on Austria 
and Germany the peace of Europe would be 
seriously threatened. Hundredsof columns 
of powerful leading articles were written in 
England and on the Continent concerning 
the Skobeleff speech, and most of them 
were marvels of profound and oppressive 
thought. 


A few days later it was announced that 
Gen. SkosBeLerr had spoken without the 
knowledge and authority of the Czar, and 
that in point of fact that august personage 
was full of indignation against the rash 
General and of good-will toward the Ger- 
mans, An enterprising journal published a 
full account of the reproof administered to 
SKOBELEFF by his imperial master at a 
strictly private interview. The Czar re- 
proached the General for having committed 
a very grave indiscretion. He said: ‘‘A 
few days ago I was on good terms 
with Francis JosepH and Wrtiram, 
and had serious thoughts of going to 
spend a week with each of them. 
Now you have insulted them _ so 
gravely that our pleasant acquaintance is 
at an end, and this very morning Bismarck 
wrote mea cool note saying that the Em- 
peror was in such poor health that he really 
could not receive visitors. This is all your 
fault, and I hope it will be a warning to you 
against the wretched vice of intoxication.” 
A little later another correspondent an- 
nounced that Gen. SKOBELEFF had actually 
been imprisoned in the fortress of Wilna, 
and that in all probability he would be sent 
to Siberia the moment a vacancy in that 
overcrowded region should present itself. 
This in a great measure restored the peace 
of mind of Europe. It showed that Sxonz- 
LEFF’s speech was not the expression of the 
sentiments of the Czar, and that, inasmuch 
as SKOBELEFF alone, could not declare war 
against Germany, it was no matter what he 
had said. 

This pleasant condition of the European 
mind lasted only a few days, when it was 
suddenly discovered that SKOBELEFF was 
not a prisoner at Wilna, and that instead of 
suffering under the displeasure of the Czar, 
he was enjoying himself as an invited guest 
at the christening of a daughter of the Czar’s 
own brother. Immediately the conviction 
that the Czar had approved of SkosELEFP’s 
speech took possession of the Européan 
mind, and it was decided that the Ozar in- 
tended to attack Germany and Austria at 
the first available moment—unless they 
should forestall him by attacking Russia. 

All this tempest in a tea-pot, or rather 
wine glass, could have been avoided had the 
real truth in regard to the Czar’s connection 
with the Skobeleff incident been told. It is 
true that immediately after making the 
speech SKOBELEFF had an audience with 
the Czar, but the conversation was of a 
nature that would have allayed all apprehen- 
sion in Europe had it been generally known. 

As is notorious, the Czar at present lives 
in a third-story room, the walls of which 
are covered with six-inch plates of iron, and 
access to which is gained only by an eleva- 
tor under the Czar’s personal control. The 
advantage of this is that he can see who is 
in the elevator before it reaches his room, 
and if he thinks the person has a suspicious 
look he can drop him suddenly into the cel- 
lar. Gen. SkoBeLErFF, having been care- 
fully searched by the policeman on duty, 
entered the elevator and was admitted to the 
presence of ALEXANDER, who was just fin- 
ishing his breakfast. Motioning the General 
to a seat, the Czar helped him to a few 
choice candles and a cup of tea, but Skosg- 
LEFF declined to eat any breakfast, saying 
that he had a terrible headache. 

“It’s that dinner, of course?’ said the 
Czar interrogatively. 

- Yes, your Maiesty.”’ replied the Ger- 


eral. ‘I’m feeling like a boiled oil this 


morning.” 

“I’m afraid’’—resumed the Czar as soon 
as the report of the explosion of a can of dy- 
namite thrown at the palace wall had died 
away—‘‘I’m afraid you made an awful 
donkey of yourself in that speech about the 
Germans. You needn’t jump out of your 
chair. That was only a fifteen-inch shell 
that exploded down stairs, and such things 
can’t hurt us in this room. The Nihilists 
generally explode one about this time of 
day.”’ 

“I’m afraid I did, your Majesty,” replied 
SKOBELEFF. 


“Well, well,” said the Czar, as he helped 
himself to another candle and examined it 
with a microscope for traces of dynamite, 


and then tested it chemically for the pres- 


ence of poison, “it isn’t of any conse- 
quence. You were a little drunk, and no- 
body will mind what you said. Tell me 
now what you think GLapsTong will say if 
we occupy Kandahar?’’ 


This conversation, brief as it was, is suffl- 


cient to show ALEXANDER’S position in re- 
gard to the Skobeleff speech, and had it 
been made public weeks ago, Europe would 
have been spared a great deal of uneasiness 


and the heavy leader-writers a great deal of 
unnecessary work. 


Seven cities were endowed by the Senate 
yesterday with public buildings, costing in 
the aggregate $1,200,000. This was done in 


ten minutes, and each appropriation was 
made by a separate Dill, so that seven Dills 


for seven cities, drawing over a million from 
the Treasury, were whisked through the 
Senate in ten minutes. If the Senate could 


have kept up this business for the remainder 


of the day, every city in the Republic might 


have had a new Federal building, and 
there would be no constructive surplus 
left in the Treasury. Unhappily for 


the numerous jobs of this sort that were 


pending, some captious Senator interposed 
an objection and the flow of money was 
‘stopped. Usually appropriations of this 
kind are pushed through Congress by the 
*‘log-rolling”’ process, each job being tied 
up with every other job, The appropria- 
tions yesterday were not ‘‘lumped”’ in one 
bill, but itis apparent that all were passed 
by means of a mutual understanding, which, 
after all, is only another form of one of the 


most vicious processes of Congressional 
legislation. 


The unique and admirable educational work 
of the Hampton Institute is to be the theme of 
such speakers as Secretary of War Lrxco1n, the 
Rev. Drs. Hart, Porter, and Srorgs, and Mr. 
Wasnrneton, of Tuskegee, Ala. at a meeting in 
the Union League Club Theatre next Tuesday. At 
this school Indians and negroes study and improve 
amicably together, without the jealousy of the 
Caucasian for the Chinaman or the mutual con- 
tempt of Jews and Gentiles or such breaches of 
the peace as from time to time disgrace New-Eng- 
land colleges. They learn not only how to parse 
and spell, but the men how to “farm it” and tne 
women how to keep house for themselves or at 
service, according to Miss Hunrineron’s “ kitchen- 
garden” system so well known in this City. And 
how much in earnest they are to learn may be 
judged from the fact that they earn their own liy- 
ings while they study, and their profitabie industry 
is made a sort of technical education in itself. 
Especially interesting is the branch of work done 
among the Indians. Every young squaw or brave 
trained after the white man’s ways and returned 
to their tribes {is at least as powerful for good as 
an average missionary. One young chief, Wmp- 
caTt, will be present with other students, and the 
Rey. Dr, Hircucocr will preside.

The Independent, which paid for the right 
and labor of cabling Tennyson's new poem to this 
country on the day of its appearance in London, 
and which described “ The Charge of the Heavy 
Brigade” in words of eloquent praise, has backed 
up itsenterprise by printing a large number of 
opinions, English and American, upon the merits 
of the poem, and it is safe to say that the general 
reader will find more to interest and mystify him 
in these opinions than in the poem itself. These 
judgments are luminous examples of criticism, 
and, taken altogether, must prove solacing to the 
laureate. Oneof the English journals quoted by 
our contemporary doubts whether the poem is 
“‘ verse or prose,” and another expresses an ami- 
able desire to speak of it ‘“‘ with modest defer- 
ence.” On the other hand, our own poet Warrier 
writes that the poem is itself ‘‘a half-battle;’’ 
while a Baltimore journal goes so far as to suggest 
that “‘ Tennyson has got out of the habit of writ- 
ing good poetry.” A local contemporary calls it 
an “‘imitation,” while still another deseribes it as 
“dull, labored, and clumsy.” One of the Boston 
journals is better pleased, and thinks that it “is 
full of martial vigor and strength.”” A second 
thoughtful Boston inquirer holds the opinion 
that “it is a skillful production, but it will 
not fill the mouths of as many schoolboys 
on declamation days as the other has done.” 
A poem that will not “fill as many mouths 
as the other has done” is weightily judged, it 
may be presumed. A Springfield newspaper as- 
serts roundly that “the laureate shouldn’t have 
tried it,” and by way of contrast a Philadelphia 
editor remarks: ‘*The present poem is a striking 
evidence of the fire that still burns in that noble 
(Texnyson’s, ‘not the editor’s) intellect. The ef- 
fect of the lines will be quite as great as the orig- 
inal poem produced.” The same journal makes 
the queer discovery that the poem has “ the chief in- 
terest to Americans because of the palpable marks 
which it bears of Wxrrstan’s influence.” Perhaps 
this may account for the opinion previously ex- 
pressed that the poem “is dull, labored, and 
clumsy.” Another newspaper critic is convinced 
that ‘‘ The Charge” will ** rank high among the lau- 
reate’s poems,” and ‘this judgment is seconded by 
a Southern journal, which finds In the poem a close 
match to an old masterpiece. After setting forth 
these subtle distinctions it is almost humiliating to 
suggest that the poem reads like one of Bararp 
Tartor’s terrible Pindaric odes, and it is about as 


lively. 


The idea that the English thorough-bred 
could give one of American breed “ a stone and a 
beating” has been exploded, with most disastrous 
results to the leviathan book-makers on the other 
side of the Atlantic, who will not easily forget the 
Derby and St. Leger of Jroqguoie and the Grand 
Prix, Cesarewitch, and Cambridgeshire of Foxhall. 
It is a well-known fact that many of our foremost 
trainers and breeders who had been to England 
came back with the opinion firmly fixed of the 
superiority of the English thorough-breds, and it 
has taken an immense expenditure of money and 
patience by Messrs. Sanrorp, Keng, and Lorit- 
Larp to disprove this. There is no doubt that the 
vicious system of short-dash races for several 
years prevalent in Great Britain has caused a cer- 
tain amount of degeneration in race-horses, while, 
on the contrary, the associations here have wisely 
kept a sufficient number of long-distance races on 
their programmes, with beneficial results. Wit- 
ness the great race-horses now on the turf in train- 
ing, and whose records adorn the pages of recent 
turf history and point the moral of the Ameri- 
can system of racing. There are Luke Blackburn, 
Hindoo, Monitor, Glenmore, Checkmate, Thora, 
Bancroft, and others, that take up the weight and 
stay over the long courses at a high rate of speed. 
Mr. Baruears, the manager of Mr. Keens’s affairs 
in England last year, was recently asked to inter- 
pret the sudden and glittering victories achieved 
by the American horses, and his answer was that 
the English 3-year olds lest year were a moderate 
lot/ and that although they possessed as much 
speed as the American colts, they could not stay 
with them, and this he attributed to the prevailing 
system of training for speed only in consequence 
of the excessive number of short dashes. Now, 

in Kneland jast year.sbere were 1.617 races on the 


flat, and of that number only 259 were over a mile, 
with not one race of heats; while in this country - 
there were 1,570 races, and 57) of them were over 
& mile, and there were 250 races of heats from a 
mile to fourmiles, These figures indicate a decided 
retrogression in the Old World and opens ® mar- 
ket of great importance for American thorough- 
breds, which will be required to regenerate Eng- 
Jand’s racing stock. It would appear from what 
has been published that unprecedented progress 
in the matter of racing was made last year, and 
that the system of training adopted here is satis- 
factory, while in management and general con- 


duct those who assume to control the race-courseg 
have much to learn.

Snow has fallen in Athens, and the Winter, 
as a whole, has been the severest known in a gen- 
eration.

In Athens the streets were blocked for days with 
three feet of snow. The day before its fall the 
streets had been sprinkled with water, owing to the 
clouds of dust.

For 
the year 1878 the consumption of drinks in the can- 
ton reached a total of 25,000,000 litres, the retail 
value of which was $4,000,000. The average ex- 
penditure of the Genevans on drinks was $60 per 
head, which is more than the amount they spend 
for bread. While the canton has these 1,600 whisky 
shops, it has only 111 butchers’ shops, 182 bakers’ 
shops, and 420 grocers’ shops. The $4,000,000 which 
the Genevans spend is equal to the maximum de- 
posits in the public savings banks. 


Capt. Selby, the English officer who was 
killed in the East a few months ago by some hot- 
headed natives, was buried on tbe shores of the 
Bosphorus.

MRS. KIRKPATRICK HOW. 

Mrs, Mary EK. How, widow of the late Rev. 
Dr. Samuel B. How, died at her residence, in New- 
Brunswick, N. J., yesterday. She was the eldest 
and last surviving child of the late Chief-Justice 
Kirkpatrick, of New-Jersey, whose wife was Jane 
Bayard, a descendant of Mme. Anne Bayard. 
The latter, a sister of Stuyvesant, with her 
four children, accompanied the last of the 
Putch Governors to this City in May, 1647. Mrs. 


Yiow's grandfather was a Revolutionary patriot, 
anda personal friend of Washington, Hamilton, 
Lafayette, and Kosciusko. Bancroft, the historian, 
says of him: “Col. John Bayard was personally 
brave, pensive, earnest, and devout.’’ Mrs. How 
‘was born on Sept. 29, 1793, within a few hundred

THE BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 

The programme arranged by Mr. Theodore 
Thomas for the public rehearsal yesterday after- 
noon and the corcert to-night is one of the best 
that has ever been offered, and would be entitled 
to consideration wherever it*was produced, The 
first number was Mozart's Symphony in E flat, 
which was played at the first rehearsal and has 
already been noticed in this connection in Taz 
Times. The other works were a cavatina from 
Weber's “ Euryanthe,” by Mrs. Osgood; the orches- 
tral prelude, the chorus, tenor solo, and orchestral 
postlude of Prof. Paine’s music to the “ dipus 
Tyrannus,’ the overture and ascena from Schu- 
mann’s ‘“Genoyeva,” in which Mr. Henschel and 
the chorus took part; the * Sanctus" from Beetho- 
ven's *‘ Missa Solennis,” by quartet, chorus, and 
orchestra, with violin obligato, and ** Glory be to 
the Father,” from Handel’s ** Utrecht Jubilate.” 
This elaborate selection was faithfully interpreted 
yesterday afternoon, and any one who goes 
to the concert to-night may rely upon 
hearing a grand performance, in which the 
details are faithfully attended to, the ensemble ef- 
fect leaving nothing for criticism. Mrs. Osgood 
sang the cavatina from ‘Euryanthe” with the 
same charm she invesis all her work. As an 
American artist this lady is entitled to more 
praise than many other singers who have received 
a welcome in New-York. She has won repeated 
triumphs in Europe, and having returned to her 
native shores, she is the more interesting since it is 
not necessary to ask any special consideration for 
her. Her rank is assured, and she commands rec- 
ognition by reason of her own ability. In her 
cavatina and in the soprano part of the quartet 
she was highly effective, and proved how well 
judged she has been and how thorough an artist 
she is. In addition to the attractions of an excel- 
lent method, Mrs. Osgood shows a pure soprano 
voice of lovely quality which must commend her 
to popular favor. The other vocal works were 
without exception well done. Mr. Toedt and the 
male chorus performed Prof. Paine’s mu- 
sic in admirable style. Mr. Toedt Is an 
ambitious young singer who steadily improves and 
whose success it isa pleasure to record. He sang 
well yesterday, and may be expected to do the 
same this evening.

“*Geier-Wally”’ is astory by Wilhelmine von 
Hillern which has had several translations into 
English and into other languages as well.

THREE FIRES 1N NEW-HAVEN. 
——@——— 

A CHURCH, DISTILLERY, AND SLAUGHTER- 
HOUSE DESTROYED—EXCITEMENT OVER 
INGENDIARISM, 

NEW-HAVEN, March 17.—There has not been 
so much excitement in this city on the subject of 
incendiarism for many years as at the present 
time. The three fires last night, which burned the 
Calvary Baptist Church, Konold's distillery, and 
Doherty’s slaughter-house buildings, are be- 
lieved by the Chief Engineer and Fire Mar- 
shal to have been of incendiary origin. The 
properties were at such a distance that it is doubt- 
ful whether the same person could have fired them 
all, This noon Mayor Robertson agreed to take 


the advice of the Aldermen, as insuch cases legally 
required, as to the expediency of offering a reward 
for the arrest and conviction of incendiaries. The 
Chief ef Police this afternoon bulletined a special 
order to the policemen to be especially vigilant in 
view of the suspicion that incendiaries are at work 
in New-Haven. The order instructs the men to 
watch carefully all persons seen at night under 
suspicious circumstances. 

The insurance on Calvary Baptist Church is as 
follows: Building—Lancashire, $3,750; Niagara, 
$3,750; Springfield, $5,000; Scottish, $10,000; Ger- 
man-American, $5,000; Orient, $5,000; Connecticut, 
$5,000; total, $42,500. On organ, $2,000 each with 
the German-American and Lancashire. On fur- 
niture—Springfield, $1,250: Niagara, $1,250. The 
loss is not known, but the damage to the 
church edifice and property is about $40,000. The 
organ cost $8,000. The church was bulit in 1869, 
being opened for worship in 1871, free of debt. It 
will be rebuilt as soon as the losses are adjusted. 
Henry Konold, the distiller, loses about $25,000, 
and is insured for $10,000 with the Franklin of Bos- 
ton, Fire Association, Norwich Union, Manufac- 
turers’ of Boston, New-York City, First National, 
Transatiantie, Prescott, and North British Mer- 
cantile, $1,000 each; Fire Association of London 
and British-American, $500 each. The fire at Do- 
herty’s slaughter-house caused a loss greatly ex- 
ceeding the insurance, which Was only $12,238, 
divided between the Hamburg-Bremen, Westches- 
ter of New-York, People’s of Newark, German- 
American, and Standard of London. 
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OTHER LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The dwelling of Alfred Willis, at Cardiff, 
in the northern portion of Peterborough County, 
Ontario, was burned on Monday. His three chil- 
dren, 11 years, 7 years, and 18 months old, respect- 
ively, perished in the flames.

CASES REPORTED AT WASHINGTON—EXAG- 
GERATED 8TATEMENTS FROM Ss0UTH 
BETHLEHEM. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.~—The National 
Board of Health to-day received reports showing 
that during the week ending March 11 there were 
9 cases and 4 deaths from smal!-pox in Hernando, 
Miss.; 8 cases in Cold Water, Miss., and 8 cases in 
Lake, Iil. 

The Signal Corps observer at New-London, 
Conn., reports as foilows: “The British bark L. N. 
Vigus, Marre, master, laying at quarantine here 
with small-pox on board, signaled for assistance 
this afternoon. The City Physician says he can get 
no tug or boat to put him on board. The bark 
could not read my flags. The owner is Thomas

Broadway, New-York.”’ 

BETHLEHEM, Penn., March 16,—The latter- 
day prophets mentioned in Holy Writ have evi- 
dently made their appearance. Safely housed a 
dozen miles away one of these enthusiasts has 
“seen” our desolation, our “yellow flags,” our 
atmosphere heavy with tarsmoke, and our stu- 
dents stampeding nomeward to spread the disease. 
In the first place there is not a flag of yellow or 
any other color in the infected district, the house 
being marked by a printed notice in black and 
white.

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THE SHOCTING OF DR. GRAY. 


THE FORCE OF A PRESENTIMENT—THE 
ASSAILANT HELD FOR TRIAL. 

WaseErnGto i, March 17.—Dr. John P. Gray, 
who was shot at Utica on Thursday night, has 
made many warm friends and acquaintances here 
during the last five months. He was the chief med- 
ical expert on the Government side in the Guiteau 
trial, and his advice was relied upon almost im- 
plicitly by Col. Corkhill, the Government's attor- 
ney.

On the way Dr. Gray remarked 
to Col. Corkhill that it was, perhaps, a very im- 
prudent thing for them fo be strolling about in the 
city so late at night, as they were exposing them- 
selves to the attack of any “‘crank” who might 
entertain a grudge against them for the part they 
had taken in the conviction of Guiteau. Col. Cork- 
hill says he paid little attention to the remark at 
the moment, but last night, when he received a 
dispatch from Utica informing him that Dr. Gray 
nad been shot, it recurred to him with something

March 17,—Remshaw, who 
shot Dr. Gray, Superintendent of the State Lunatic 
Asylum, was brought before Recorder Bulger this 
morning, and committed to await the action of the 
Grand Jury, which meets on Monday.

BANKS WITH SMALL RESERVES, 


FOUR CINCINNATI BANKS WITH LESS 
25 PER CENT, SURPLUS.. 


CINCINNATI, March 17.—The reports of the 
condition of the national banks of this city, made 
public to-day, in response to the call for a state- 
ment from Washington, show conclusively that a 
stringency in money matters exists. Four of the 


ten national banks of Cincinnati were caught with 
less than the legal reserve in their vaults. One 
bank secured a loan from the City Treasurer, 
which was contrary to a custom of 20 years’ stand- 
ing, and by that means raised its surplus to 14 per 
cent. of the amount of its deposits. The law re- 
quires that the amount of the reserve shall 
be 25 percent. But for the favorof a loan from 
the eity fund this bank would have had less 
than $1,000 in its reserve fund. One other 
bank fails below 20 per cent. and two 
more below 25 per cent. One has just 
25 per cent., and one has 2544 percent. The strin- 
gency in money became specially noticeable in this 
city about three pahe ago, when the light reserve 
funds of the banks were seriously reduced bya 
heavy and bien or te draft by the County Treas- 
urer, the money being placed in the Treasury vaults 
and thus withdrawn from circulation. Tne banks 
then began to collect their call loans, and a large 
number of small borrowers found themselves ina 
tight place. Local securities, which were held as 
collateral, were thrown upon the market, and at 
once began to depreciate. They have rallied some 
since, and the banks claimed that they have had 
enough money, but the official statements of to- 
day go to show that such is the case with only a 
part of them.

The Senate Insurance Committee yesterday 
vesumed its investigation into the alleged abuses 
of Receiverships. Senators Kiernan, Russell, Lord, 
and Koch were present. The only witness exam- 
ined was Raphael J. Moses, Jr., counsel for 150 
policy-holders of the North America Company, and 
tor a number who hold policies in the other com- 
panies that have been placed in the hands of Re- 
veiyers—the Atlantic Mutual, Continental, Ecleo- 
ic, Globe, Guardian, and Security. His examina- 
tion was conducted by Senator Russell. The wit- 
ness stated that he became acquainted with Henry 
R. Pierson ashort time after his appointment as 
Receiver of the North America Company. On the 


same day and hour that Mr. Pierson received 
the appointment he was also appointed Re 
reiver of the Guardian Mutual, New-York 
Btate, Widows and Orphans’ Benefit, and 
Reserve Mutual Life Insurance Cempanies. 
The last three named, he stated, were virtu- 
ally but tenders of the Guardian Company, into 
which they had been merged by the method of 
absorption so common in insurance business. He 
then gave a list of attorneys who had appeared as 
counsel for policy-holders in the suits against the 
various companies, and was specially questioned 
relative to the position of Charles J. Hartmann, 
who had an office at No, 206 Broadway. In the 
same building William ©, Trull, one of the attor- 
neys for the Receiver, also had an office, and 
Sewell & Pierce, of counsel for policy-holders, also 
had an office there. The Mr, Hartmann referred to 
conducted what was known as a policy-holders’ 
tollection bureau. His business eonsisted in the 
sollection of claims against all companies that 
were In the hands of Receivers. In the case of 
policy-holders of the North America, the witness 
knew that Hartmann had paid a clerk of the com- 
peer for getting him alist of the names of policy- 
olders before the report of the Referee passing 
upon their claims was filed. To these cir 
culars were sent asking them to place their claims 
in his, hands for collection, his scheme being to ob- 
tain fees for doing work that it was the 
auty of the Receiver to perform without ex- 
pense to policy-holders. The witness stated that 
so far as he knew Hartmann had no connection in 
a business way with Receivers of any of the com- 
panies, but the report had been circulated that he 
did have. It was a fact, as revealed to him bya 
number of policy-holders for whom he was coun- 
tel, that Hartmann sent out circulars which gave 
the impression that he was acting with or 
or the State Insurance Department. His 
ureau ve agpytceee policy-holders not only 
in the North America. but in ‘the Security, Conti- 
nental, Empire, and Asbury Companies. He was 
prominent as one of the class of attorneys known 
as interveners, a class that appeared in all litiza- 
tion resultant upon placing the companies in the 
hands of Receivers, though he did not have the 
standing that regularly authorized attorneys had 
in these proceedings. The witness then explained 
at length the action that these ‘‘interveners” took 
in the various suits and motions that kept the com- 
patios constantly before the courts, claiming that 
by gnok action they had saved large sums to policy- 
olders. 

When Receiver Pierson was appointed there was 
no specification in the order issued as to what bank 
or trust company the funds he should handle as 
Receiver should be deposited in. Mr. Pierson 

laced the assets of the companies in the hands of 

all-street. bankers. Not belng deemed safe there, 
attorneys for: poliey-holders called Bpoe him 
through the courts for an accounting of his trust. 
Witness made a motion to compel the Receiver to 
invest the sum he had in hand, over $700,000, in 
Government bonds. While* this motion was pend- 
ing Mr. Pierson withdrew the money from all- 
street and placed it in the Commercial Bank, at 
Albany. The court.cersured him for not placing the 
funds more safely, A call was made for an account- 
ing of the interest received, The Receiverallowed 
8 per cent. interest from the time he entered 
upon the duties of his office upto the date when 
the accounting was calied for. As the money was 
then in bank no order was issued for other invest- 
ment, that being esteemed a secure placing. Rela- 
tive to the payments made by the Receiver, the 
witness stated that the claims of attorneys of pol- 
foy-holders in the North America Company, 
amounting to, he thought, about $12,000, had not 
yet been paid. He understood they would not be 
until a final accounting was had. The Reeeivor 
had taken as a part payment for his services $33,100, 
which he took from the funds at his disposal on 
the strength of his certificate issued by the Super- 
intendent of Insurance, which, he held, was equiy- 
alent to an order of the court. He claimed for his 
Services $68,000, basing the claim on the ground 
that he was entitlea to payment at the rate of 5 
er cent. on the entire assets of the North America 
‘company. Attorneys for the policy-holders pro- 
tested. and the matter is still before the courts 
awaiting adjustment and settlement. Up to Dec. 
81. 1880, Receiver Pierson, according to his pub- 
lished revort, had paid $28,924 87 for legal expenses, 
During the year 1881 he had paid out $6,418 78 for 
legal expenses, making a total of $29,443 60, 

The only dividend declared by Mr. Pierson, in 
his capacity of Receiver of the North America 
Company. was one of 50 per cent. to the registered 
policy-holders, who, by reason of the registration 
of their policies under a peculiar system in vogue, 
stood as a sort of peteses creditors in the pro- 
ceedings. No dividend had yet been paid to the 
holders of the ordinary form of policies. and none 
could be until a suit now before the Court of Ap- 
peais is decided. This question is as to whether 
any of the general assets can be set aside to make 
good the fund to pay in full the registered _poll- 
cies, according to the agreement made with in- 
surers that this should be done in anyevent. This 
condition of affairs, the witness stated, was due to 
the faet that Insurance Superintendent Smyth had 
been derelict in his duty in not compelling the com- 
pany to set aside a proper amonnt to meet 
these policies. Had he done this there would now 
be no reason for touching the general fund, 
and so making the holders of common 

Olicies suffer, In his opinion the dividend to the 

oiders of the common policies will not exceed 10 
per cent. nor be less than 5 percent. The witness 
said that the Attorney-Generals of the State had 
taken no part in the insurance litigation directly, 
though they had had at various times an army of 
representatives, to whom they had “farmed out” 
the , of representing the State in the matter. 
Hiad Attorney-Generals Fairchild, Schoonmaker, 
and Ward done their duty a much larger portion 
of the assets of the company would have been 
saved to the policy-holders. The present Attorney- 
General, Mr. Russell, has done better service for 
the policy-holders of these ruined companies, in his 
opinion, than any of his predecessors. The witness 
denied most emphatically that there had been any 
collusion between the interveners or counse! for 
the policy-holders and the Receivers in regard to 
the charging and collection of bills forservices. At 
this point in the testimony an adjournment was 
had until this morning at 10:30 o’clock. 

Mr. Moses had compiled from the reports of the 
Insurance Superintendent the following figures 
relative to the condition of the companies now in 
the hands of Receivers, which is to be submitted at 
a future hearing:

MR. O’NEILL’S RECEIVERSHIP. 
THE ASSEMBLY COMMITTEE CALLS FOR VAL- 
UABLE INFORMATION. 
The Assembly committee, Messrs. Chapin, 
Haggerty, Erwin, Welch, and Baker, appointed to 
investigate the Receiverships of 10 insurance com- 


panies, resumed their labors yesterday in the office 
of Receiver John P. O'Neill, of the Continental 
Life Insurance Company. Joseph O. Tobias, the 
chief clerk to the Receiver, presented a statement 
of the cost of the O’Neill Receivership to March 1, 
1882. Mr. Tobias said: “ You will see that the 
fund has not been diminished by the necessary ex- 
penses preparatory to the payment of a dividend, 
Had its available assets been sacrificed at the com- 
mencement of the Recelvership, and the Continen- 
tal Building been allowed to go without needed re- 
pairs, the dividends which have been and will be 
paid would have been impracticable. It will be 
seen that the premium loans of $1,000,000 should be 
added to the dividend of $710,299 92, virtually mak- 
ing $1,710,299 92 paid to policy-holders, and all this 
has been paid out without any expense, as the 
same was raet by the accretions to the fund.” The 
statement submitted was as follows:

J. B. Ecclesine privately requested the commit- 
tee to examino into the disposition of $221,000, 
which was transferred to the Continental Com- 
pany by the Insurance Department in 1870 to rein- 
sure the American polioy-holders of the British 
Commercial Insurance Company. That fund, Mr. 
Ecclesine said, was paid out by Superintendent 
Miller to Mr. Bixby, the Receiver of the British 
Commercial Company, who effected the reinsu- 
rance inthe Continental Company. As the policy- 
holders of the British Commereial Company in- 
tend to apply to the Legislature to reimburse them 
forthe misapplication of that fund, Mr, Ecclesine 
submitted to the committee that it would be a per- 
tinent inquiry for them to look into the application 
ot that fund and the circumstances attending its 
transfer to the Continental Company. The com- 
mittee declined to go into the inquiry, as the trans- 
action had occurred prior to the appointment of 
the Receiver. 

Gen, George W. Wingate, of the law firm of 
Messrs. Wingate & Cullen, was called as the first 
witness of the day. He testified that he knew John P., 
O'Neill for a brief period prior to that gentleman's 
appointment as Keceiver of the Continental Life In- 
suranee Company. The witness read from six pon- 
derous registers references to the litigation in 
which his firm appeared for the Receiver. He 
spoke of trying an insurance case before a 
jury, and said, “Of course, I was beaten.’ 
‘Why, ‘of ‘course’? asked Maior Haggerty, 
and the witness explained that juries in insurance 
cases become tired of technical defenses, and al- 

most invariably render verdicts for the plaintiffs. 
For nearly six hours the witness confined himself 
to the reading of law registers, and the committee 
became wearied. At length Major Haggerty asked 
Gen. Wingate to teli the amount of money received 
by his firm from the Receiver, and the witness re- 

lied that the sum was $49,272 52. Of this amount 
313,000 was disbursernents. The Major inquired 
whether it was a fact that the firm of Messrs. Win- 
gate & Cullen had returned to the Keceiver 
$10,000 which bad been allowed them by 
order of the court. The witness answered 
that that was true. His firm had charged 
$10,000 for consultations, and the court had al- 
lowed the item. Receiver O’Neilland Clerk Tobias 
thought that it was unfair to charge that amount, 
and witness told them that rather than have any 
dispute about the matter he would return the 
money, and it was accordingly handed to the Re- 
ceiver by check, In the opinion of the witness the 
item was a perfectly proper one, He had received 
50 or 60 letters relating to the company’s matters 
each day, and those missives required much atten- 
tion. He was frequently consulted by Mr. O’Neiil 
and Mr. Tobias about the business, and was both- 
ered each day by 2s *many as 40 persous who 
came to make inquiries about the affairs 
of the company. Justice Westbrook grant- 
ed the order allowing the witness’s_ firm 
the $10,000 referred to. Major Haggerty said that 
an opinion prevailed that these orders of court 
were merely legal jimmies given to lawyers so that 
they might burst open safes. Gen. Wingate replied 
that the Attorney-General always begins his insu- 
rance cases in the Third Judicial District, wherein 
Justice Westbrook sits, and that the latter's court 
at Kingston is more convenient for New-York law- 

ers than _ other court in that district. Assem- 
olyman Erwin desired to know what amount of 
‘money the firm of Messrs. Wingate & Cullen had 
obtained through Receiver O'Neill for foreciosures, 
and, after some delay, the witness replied ‘‘be- 
tween $8,000 and $9,000." Since Aug. 1, 1878, the firm 
had received $20,000, not including amounts on fore- 
closures. The witness was unable to say how much 
more his firm intended to charge Receiver O'Neill 
for their services. Assemblyman Welch asked 
whether they intended to insert the item of 
$10,000, (the amount which they returned to the 
Receiver.) Gen. Wingate said that as it was a just 
claim he saw no reason why it should not be in- 
serted. F. N. Bangs had told him that it was the 
most reasonable item in the bill which Justice 
Westbrook ordered to be paid. The witness’s firm 
charged $500 for assisting the Reeeiver in making 
out his first report. Gen. Wingate was again asked 
how his firm came to be selected as the Receiver’s 
lawyers, and answered that he pos some of 
their friends bad said a ‘‘ good word” for them to 
Mr. O'Neill. Assemblyman Weich said it seemed 
to him that first-class Jawyers’ fees had been paid 
for common elerk hire. The committee adjourned 
until this morning. 

It is understood that Mr. John Kelly, the Tam- 
many chieftain, who, according to Receiver O'Neill, 
first spoke to him about that position, telling him 
that Justice Westbrook would appoint him, is 
anxious to testify before the committee, and will 
be heard.

ALLEGED PERJURERS BAILED. 

The adjourned examination in the case of 
George Graham, Florentio Bebancourt, and John 
Casamitgano, charged on complaint of Capt. 
Thomas I. Madge with perjury in the Montells 
divorce suit, recently tried before Judge Larre- 
more, was resumed before Justice Smith, in the 
Tombs Police Court, yesterday. The complainant, 
Capt. Madge, testified in support of the affidavits 


upon which the complaint is based. Casamitgano 
ana Bebancourt then waived further preliminary 
hearing, and Graham was held in $2,500 bail for 
further examination. Shortly after the proceed- 
ings in the Police Court a writ of habeas corpus 
was issued “4 Judge Lawrence in the case of Casa- 
mitgano and Bebancourt. On its return in Su- 
preme Court, ‘Chambers, yesterday afternoon, tho 
writ was dismissed and the prisoners were dis- 
charged on giving $2,500 bail to appear for trial.

A VICTIM OF TRE ELEVATED. 
James S. Flynn was driving a truck up 
Third-avenue, near One Hundredth-street, in No- 
vember, 1878, when the elevated railroad was 
building, and the wheel of his vehicle slipped into 
an opening of a pit made for the foundation of a 
railway column, which had not been completely 


covered. Flynn was thrown from his truck, and fall- 
ing in front of the wheels had his right leg broken 
and badly crushed, so that he sustained permanent 
injury. He sued for $20,000 damages in the Su- 
perior Court, joining the City, the New-York Hle- 
vated Railroad Company, and the contractors who 
were laying tho foundation—Messrs, Williams & 
Twiname. The case was tried yesterday, and 
Judge Arnoux, on motion of the Corporation 
Counsel, dismissed the complaint as against the 
City. The trial was continued against the other 
defendants. and the jury rave a verdict in favor of 
, the plaintiff for $5,000.

THE CLERICAL LIBEL SUIT. 
NO INDICATIONS OF THB END OF THE CASE 
OF HINMAN VERSUS HARE, 

The second week of the suit of the Rev. 
Samuel D. Hinman against Bishop Hare for $20,000 
damages for libel closed yesterday, without afford- 
ing any indication of the probable further duration 
of the hearing. The feature of the day was the 
cross-examination of Mr. Brooks, a witness for 
the defense. The deposition of the half-breed 
Amos Clark was finished in the morning. 
The deponent was asked by Bishop Hare to request 
his wife to write the letter to him (the Bishop) in 
which she repeats the story that Mr. Hinman 
kissed her, and told her he loved her better than 
anybody else. Deponent denied that Bishop Hare 
exerted poy influence over him through any expec- 
tation of his being raised from the post of Deacon 
to the ministry by ae. Hare. This hope did 
not influence him to testify against Mr. Hinman, 
The defense next produced the testimony of Dun- 
can Stone, the half-breed examined at Santee 
Agency, and he testified that on one occasion he 
started out on a journey to the tent of the Indian 
woman “ Tipi-Dutawin” or “Scarlet House.” 
The fire was out, and he lit a match and 
saw some of Mr. Hinman’s olothes, and 
Mr. Hinman caught hold of his arm and 
recognized him. While deponent was there the 
Indian woman crawled out of thetent. He told 
Hinman he had made hit (Stone) very sad by his 
conduct, and Mr. Hinman told him it was none of 
his business. He then asked Hinman whether he 
would marry the woman. Mr. Hinman said he 
would marry her, and that he was not doing any- 
thing wrong. In Mr. Hinman’s presence deponent 
swore the story of this occurrence was true. Mr, 
Hinman asked him not to tell of the incident at 
the time, and offered him everything not to tell 
any one of what he had seen. Afterward. he only 
gave the deponent $5 to remain silent. Mr. Fiske, 
at this poin®. read from Stone's cross-examination, 
in which he admitted that two men came to Tipi- 
Dutawin’s tent after he reached there. He showed 
the $5 Mr. Hinman gave him to other people. He 
He pet $4 at the blacksmith’s shop. The black- 
smith asked him where he got the money, and he 
sald he was given it by Mr. Hinman. Deponent 
asked Mr. Hinman for the money he got, saying he 
was poor and needed help. The redirect examina- 
tion was to the effect that Mr. Hinman was the 
first person who said to him that he must keep 
quiet about the tent inciaent. He told Bishop 
Hare what he had séen. 

Henry H. Brooks was sworn at this point and 
examined by Mr. Nash. He-said he resided in 
Kansas, and was a native of England. He had 
been at a missionary meeting in Philadelphia held 
late in October, 1871, He saw Bishops Whipple and 
Clarkson, and Mr, Welsh and Mr. Hinman there, 
Mr. Hinman spoke in behalf of the Indians. Witness 
was sent West the next evening, and Mr. Hinman 
gave him a letter of introduction to the Rev. Mr. 
Cook, at Yankton Agency. He was pm in charge 
of White Swan Mission, on the issourl River. 
Mr. Hinman paid hima visit of inspection in tho 
Spring of 1872. The witaess discovered that Mr, 
Hinman’s reputation was bad. The people looked 
upon him as ey good-fellow, but avery im- 
moral man."" This answer was stricken out, and 
the court reprimanded Mr. Smith for intimidating 
the witness. The ex-Recorder expressed sincere 
regret forthe remark calling out the rebuke, and 
conceded he was wrong in makingit. Mr. Hin- 
man's reputation forchastity, the witness resumed, 
was bad. He had conversations with Mr. Hinman in 
reference to a transaction of the latter with a 
woman, which transaction witness had seen, He 
said that he was surprised at his conduct, Mr. 
Hinman, holding up his finger in a warning way, 
said: ** Brooks, if you say one word about this I 
will force you to the wall.” Evidence show- 
ing the nature of the transaction was ex- 
cluded, and_ witness said he was dismissed 
afterward. He had not since been to Niobrara, 
Bishop Hare escorted two ladies in mourning to 
the stand after Brooks left. Sophia Pendleton was 
the first lady, and she testified that she was en- 
gaged in parish work inGermantown. She wasan 
assistant in Niobrara. She went there in 1873, to 
Crow Creek, at the Rosebud Agency. She left in 
July, 1880. She knew Mr. Hinman when he was at 
Santee. She hada conversation with Bishop Hare 
in reference to perme sending girls to the Santee 
boarding-school, It wasin the Spring of 1878, af- 
ter Mr. Hinman’s removal. She said to the Bishop 
that the Indians refused to let girls go because 
Mr. Hinman lived in the same building with giris, 
and that they thought he was immoral and had 
behaved badly with Indian women. They did not 
want their daughters to come incontact with him. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Smith, the witness sald 
she spoke and understood the Indian language 
fairly. She was aware that there never were an 
girls from Rosebud who went to the Santee board- 
ing-school at the time of these complaints. The In- 
dians first complained to herin the Spring of 1878 
when she wished them to send girls to Santee. She 
last spoke to Bishop Hare about these conversa- 
aes yesterday morning, about whatshe could tes- 
tify to. 

Elizabeth Biddle, an elderly lady, of Philadelphia, 
was next called to the stand. She had known 
Bishop Hare since 1860 and Mr. Hinman since 1862, 
Mr. Hinman frequently stopped at her house when 
in Philadelphia. Witness knew his wife, who vis- 
ited her sometimes, and witness was instrumental 
in bringing about the acquaincance between Mr. 
Hinman and Mr. William Welsh. Objection was 
successfully made to the witness telling anything 
about the rumors she heard in 1877 affecting Mr. 
Hinman’s character. The intention was to prove 
that Mr. Welsh, who js dead, knew of the rumors 
before Bishop Hare spoke of them. The cross-ex- 
amination was directed toward showing that the 
relations of witness with the Bishop were very in- 
timate and friendly. The Bishop sent her a copy 
of his pamphlet marked ‘‘private.”’ She also saw 
Mr. Hinman’'s pamphlet, which came by mail. She 
felt sure it came from Mr. Hinman. The hand- 
writing was not Bishop Hare's. These latter two 
answers were stricken out. This ended the case 
for the day, and the further bearing was adjourned 
until Monday morning at 10:80 o'clock.

THE POTTER BUILDING DISASTER. 
STRANGE ACTION OF THE GRAND JURY IN 
THE CASE. 


The Grand Jury resumed its investigation 
yesterday intothe circumstances connected with 
the recent fire in the Potter Building, on Park-row. 
The witnesses examined were Seth D. Bruce and 
his son, Leslie C. Bruce, of the Turf, Field and 
Farm ; Samuel Weir, Mr, Potter’s builder and car- 
penter; William H. Racy, who inspected the 
boilers in the pbuilding; William R. Taylor, John 
Dempsey, Albert Williamson, and Charles Martin. 
The inquiry will be continued on Monday. Theac- 
tion of the Grand Jury in connection with this in- 
vestigation has given rise to considerable com- 
ment. The first movement in the matter 


was made by District Attorney McKeon, who, 
while confined to his bed by illness, sent word 
to his office that he desired the matter sent before 
the Grand Jury at once, and requested Assistant 
District Attorney John Vincent to represent the 
people in the proceedings before that body. In 
accordance with these instructions Mr. Vincent re- 
viewed the testimony before the Coroner in order 
that be might be prepared to assist the Grand Jury 
in their deiiberations. It was originally intended 
that the inquiry should ‘be begun last month, 
but, Mr. Vincent being otherwise engaged, it was 
postponed to this month, and, in accordance with 
an arrangement previously entered into, the in- 
uiry was set downfor Thursday last. On that 
ay Mr. Vincent, who had Investicated the matter, 
and had prepared a brief, presented himself in the 
Grand Jury room, not, as he says, to conduct the 
investigation, but, as previously arranged, for the 
urpose of explaining the law and giving such other 
nformation as the members of the grand inquest 
might desire. To the astonishment of the District 
Attorney's office, however, the Grand Jury in- 
formed Mr. Vincent that they did not desire his 
presence at the inquiry, but would send for him if 
they needed his services. The Assistant District 
Attorney thereupon collected his papers and witb- 
drew from the precincts of the Grand Jury room.

AN UPWARD MOVEMENT IN STOCKS. 

The stock market shot upward yesterday. 
The bulls were in eestacies and the bears were 
correspondingly miserable. The Gould securities 
were specially active, and pains were taken to scat- 
ter broadcast stories to the effect that heavy Lon- 


don orders had been received, and that invyest- 
ments were directed in a wholesale way from the 
West. The alleged buying for Mr. Vanderbilt con- 
tinued. The houses which have in the past been 
known as Vanderbilt bought Gould stocks, 
ostensibly for their ol customer. Mr. 
Gould’s brokers% were on all sides ready 
to take offers at almost any price, and the game of 
bluff was played for all it was worth. Prices ran 
up the scale with arush. Every bear raid was met 
and overcome, James R. Keene was credited with 
wholesaie purchases for the covering of shorts. 
Russgell Sage bought Denver and Rio Grande, Lou- 
isville and N ashville, and Chieago, Milwaukee and 
St. Pau. President Mitchell, ot the latter com- 
pany, bas recently been in yyy os with Mr. 
Sage. The story was current in the Street that the 
Unioa Pacific had acquired control of the Denver 
and Rio Grande, but the report met explicit de- 
nials. Many houses which for months were upon 
the bear side of the market have changed position, 
and were yesterday conspicuous in advancing the 
bull campaign. These desertions nettled the bear 
leaders to no little extent, and during the last 
hour’s dealings the floors of the Exchange pre- 
sented a scene of greater excitement than has been 
witnessed there in many months,

4A PLUMBER SUED FOR DAMAGES. 

A novel suit was tried in the Supreme Court, 
Circuit, on Thursday, and was concluded yester- 
day. The action was brought by Samue! Scott 
against Caroline Brown, as the Executrix of Robert 
C. Brown, deceased, to recover $50,000 damages. 


Scott is the owner and occupant of the 
house at No. 114 Vandam-street, under- 
neath which is a shallow, cellar-like space. 
This cellar is unpaved, unlighted, and poorly yven- 
tilated. Robert C. Brown, who was the original 
defendant in the suit, was a master plumber. A 
waste-pipe running through the cellar of Scott’s 
house and communicating with the sewer having 
become choked up, Brown was employed to clean 
it. Hesenttwoof his employes to do the work, 
and they cleaned the pipe by means of a hole 
which they cut in its side. They’then covered the 
hole with sheet lead, puttied at the edges, and 
further secured with copper wire. This was 
in April, 1877. Soon afterward Scott and 
his five children were attacked by sickness. 
Three of the children died, and Scott was 
sisk for along time, He charged that the hole in

the opening and caused diphtheria or a disease 
akin to it. Scott lost the tof one of his eyes 
permanently. There was a deal of directly 
contradictory “ expert’? testimony as to the causes 
and evidences of sewer-gases and their effects in 
originating or aggravat' disease, the witnesses 
called by each side giving flatly hostile opinions,

BASE-BALL PROSPECTS. 
ARRANGEMENTS OF AMATEURS AND PRO- 
FESSIONALS FOR THE COMING SEASON, 

Indications in base-ball circles are that the 
coming season will be oneof unusual activity. 
The success that attended the games played by 
the Metropolitan Club on the polo grounds last 
season has had a tendency to put the managers on 
the alert, and they are making extensive prepara- 
tions forthe next season. The managers of the 
Metropolitan Club have secured a lease of the 
polo grounds from the Westchester Polo As- 
sociation, and are making great improve- 
ments, Heretofore the Metropolitan Club paid 


for the use of the grounds 20 per cent. of 
the gate money to the Polo Association, and were 
compelled to give the grounds to the association 
whenever they wished to use them, thereby put- 
ting themselves to great inconvenience. This ob- 
stacle has been removed by tlie nine leasing the 
grounds. They are now in sole possession, and 
can let them out for any purpose they choose. A 
new grand stand is in course of erection; this, to- 
gether with the old grand stand and the seats for 
which there is no extra charge, will give the 
grounds a seating capacity of about 1,500 persons, 
There are two professional nines in the field—the 
Metropolitan and Atlantic Clubs. ‘he latter have 
not yet secured any grounds, but {it {is likely that 
the Union Grounds will be placed at their dis- 
posal. The Metropolitan nine, or, as they are 
more familiarly known, the ** Mets,” have secured 
the services of some of the most expert ball-players 
in the country. The club is composed of men who 
have been engaged with a sharp look-out for their 
good batting qualities in connection with first-class 
fielding. The following are the names of the men 
who are to make up the club: James Mutrie, 
Manager; Reilly, who played in the Cincinnati nine 
of 1880, first base; Larkin, late of the Atlantics, 
second base; Hankinson, formerly of the Troy 
League nine, third base; Doyle, of last year's team, 
and Lynch, of the Buffalo Club, pitchers; Reipslau- 
gher, who played with the Atlantics last year, 
and Clapp, formerly of the Cleveland club, catch- 
ers. Kennedy, Brady, and Mansell, of last sea- 
son’s nine, will be retained. Kennedy will cover 
right field; Brady, centre field, and Mansell, left 
field. The above named men will form a strong 
team, and will prove formidable opponents for 
any of the crack league clubs, During the first 
part of last season the club lost a large number of 
games through the fault of eed ney pitchers en- 
gaged. This fault has been remedied for the com- 
ing season, as Doyle and Lynch are among the best 
pitchers in the country. 

The Atlantics have not yet engaged all their play- 
ers, but the Manager, William Barnie, \says be will 
have a strong nine in the fiela, 

The alliance, known as the American College 
Association, will be composed of a club from each 
of the foliowing named colleges: Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton, Brown, Amberst, and Dartmouth. 
There was some talk of Williams College applying 
for admission, but the Faculty refused to allow the 
club to join the association. The six clubs which 
are to compete for the championship have had 
their men in training in a gymnasium ull 
Winter. Harvard, it is expected, wilt have 
last year’s nine in the field again. Yale 
has been weakened somewhat ty the graduation 
of some of its best players in the persons of L»mb, 
Hutchinson, and Walden. Camp, Hopkins, Badger, 
and Platt are still at college, and wili probably 
play in the nine of this season. Some trouble was 
anticipated in finding a man to fill the pitcher's 
position, but they have found one who, it is 
thought, will be able to fill the vacancy. Prince- 
ton will have the strong team of last year again, 
but they have been weakened somewhat by the loss 
of their good pitcher, Archer. Contrary to the 
usual custom, the Princeton-Yale games are 
to be played on the polo grounds 
in this City, instead of at New-Haven 
and Princeton. Little is known about the strength 
of the nines that Dartmouth, Brown, and Amherst 
are to put in the field, but they must improve on 
their nines of last = to cope with the strong 
teams of Harvard, Prineeton, and Yale. The col- 
lege season begins in May and ends in July, but 
during the month of April they play with 
league and other nines to_ get into good 
trim before the opening of their season. 
The Providence nine, (formerly the Jasper,) of 
Manhattan College, who were not admitted into 
the Ameriean College Association, will have a 
strong nine, and will play many games on their 
grounds iu Manhattanville with other amateur 
clubs this season. The Rose Hill Club, of St. John’s 
College, Fordham, jis still ia existence, and intends 
to play with other amateur clubs of note. 

Besides these clubs the members of the Long 
Island Amateur Association are forming powerful 
organizations, and will play on the parade ground 
ot Prospect Park every Saturday afternoon during 
the season. The clubs are composed of young 
men who follow mercantile and other pursuits in 
this City and Brooklyn. and play for sport and ex- 
ercise. Among the nines belonging to the associa- 
tion are the Nameless, Commercial, Putnam, 
Dauntiess, and Polytechnic School, The New- 
York Stock Exchange is to have two strong nines 
inthe field, and will play at Prospect Park with 
amateur clubs, 

The same clubs will form the professional league 
this season as last. The Metropolitans tried to 
gain admission, but were unsnecessful. The fol- 
lowing are the cities in the league: Chicago, Provi- 
dence, Boston, Worcester, Detroit, Troy. Buffalo, 
and Cleveland. Chicago, who won the champion- 
ship pennant last season, will have the nine of last 
year inthe fleld again. The rest of the clubs will 
make a few alterations. The Chicagos will have 
the mogt traveling during the season. They will 
travel 6,644 miles. Boston comes next with 6,220 
miles. Worcester follows with 5,940 miles. Do- 
troit will bave to go 5,909; Troy, 5.789; Provi- 
dence, 5,772; Cleveland, 4,696, and Buffalo, 4,622, or 
over 2,000 miles less than Chicago. 
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WILLIAM WILLIAMS’S MONEY. 
HEIRS AND ASSIGNEES FIGHTING FOR 50 
SHARES OF STREET CAR STOCK, 

A peculiar suit, involving the possession of 50 
shares of stock of the Third-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany, was tried yesterday in the Supreme Court 
before Judge Larremore. In 1880 one Peter Wil- 
liams bequeathed the stock by will to his nephew, 
William Williams, but the latter died before he 
came into possession of it, the stock remaining in 
the hands of Catharine Williams, Peter's Executrix. 
William, the nephew, for some years before bis 
death boarded with his friends, Mr. and Mrs, John 
B. Johnson, of Harlem, and was nutsed and cared 
for by them until his death. His only heir, as he 
died intestate, was his sister, Mrs. Sophia W. 


Adams. Mr. Johnson accordingly began this suit 
against Catharine Williams to recover the shares 
of stock, claiming that three days before his death 
young Williams executed to him a written assign- 
ment of his interest In the securities described, 
Johnson claimed that this assignment was in con- 
sideration of the care and attention he had shown, 
and the provision he had made tor William Wil- 
liams during five years preceding his death. 
Catharine Williams, the defendant, answered 
that she held the stock in her capacity as Executrix, 
and submitted herself to the direction of the court 
in respect to it, but she also averred that the 
assignment to Johnson was procured by fraud, 
force, and undue influence exerted upon young 
Williams, and was, therefore, void. Mrs. Adams, 
who was joined as a defendant as next of kin and 
heir to the property, made a like answer, and also 
averred that she is the lawful heir to the stock. 
After the assignment had been proved yester- 
day the defendants were called as witnesses, and 
testified that at the time the instrument was exe- 
cuted William Williams was very weak and feeble 
in mind and body, and that at and about that time 
Mr. and Mrs. Johnson displayed a disposition to 
prevent his relatives from being near or with him. 
I. L. Egbert, the attorney for the defense, testified 
that four days before young Williams’s death he 
conversed with him as to his probable decease and 
the disposition to be made of his property, saying 
that if he made no will his sister would be the sole 
heir, This the dying man said he approved of, and 
he also said, in reply to questions, that he owed 
nothing except 8 small sum toa man in Florida, 
and that the creditor held a horse as security there- 


or. 

Mr, and Mrs. Johnson, for the plaintiff, testified 
in rebuttal that they never attempted to keep the 
deceased man’s relatives from his bedside, but that, 
on the contrary, they invited them tocome and aid 
in caring for and nursing him, and they did not ac- 
cept the invitation. The witnesses to the execu- 
tion ot the assignment and the physician who at- 
tended Williams also testified that at the time the 
assignment was made the sick man was in full pos- 
session of his mental faculties, and that his mind 
was clear, Judge Larremore, after hearing the 
testimony, reserved his decision. 
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SUING FOR SPACE IN A VAULT. 
Joseph Bissicks sued Elizabeth Fayolle, in 
the Marine Court, to recover $400. In January, 
1879, the plaintiff, who owns a valuable vault in 
Calvary Cemetery, gave the defendant a writing 
whereby, in consideration of $100 then paid, the 


plaintiff gave the defendant the right to inter her 
busband’s remains in his vault. The plaintiff 
claims that there was an oral understanding out- 
side of the writing that the body was to remain in 
the vault only three months, within which time it 
was to be removed to Antwerp, and if the defend- 
ant conoluded to allow the body to remain in the 
vault permanently, as she, in fact, did conclude, 
she was to pay $400 more. Judge McAdam held 
that the written agreement controlled, and that it 
could not be enlarged by oral proofs, and rendered 
a judgment in favor of the defendant. : 
i 
THE WRECK OF THE THETIS. 

Marcial & Co,, the owners of the brig Thetis, 
which went ashore near Barnegat early on Thurs- 
day morning, learned yesterday that she was go- 
ing to pieces. The prospects were that she would 
prove a total loss, with the greater portion of her 
cargo, Capt. Quirck, who, with his entire crew, 
was rescued by Life-saving crew No. 20, was ex- 
pected in town yesterday, but it seems that he re- 
mained near the wreck all day in the hone that 
something might be saved.
